SIR ALEXANDER CADOGAN 


Congratulations may now be pro- 
gerly tendered to Sir Alexander 
Cadogan on his promotion to the 
ink of Ambassador and on his being. 
privileged to attain that rank as the 
first British Ambassador to China. 
His Excellency was able to. proffer 
cordial good wishes from His Mi 
Jesty's Government to Mr. Lin Sen, 
the President of the Government of 
China, on the occasion of the pre- 
sentation of veredentials. " This cere- 
mony formally set the seal on a de- 
cision reached by the two countries 
to give full diplomatic importance to 
{thelr respective representatives. Tt 
‘will be greatly hoped that the tale of 
Sino-British driendship will be con- 
tinued happily under this trans. 
formation, and, indeed, acquire added 
force and stability. ‘Sir Alexander 
Cadogan has been eighteen months in 
China as Great Britain's mout 

and bis qualities of mind and per- 
sonality have impressed themselves 
fon the Chinese Government and on 
his’ own countrymen in China. Good 
wishes consequently go to him in the 
enhanced prestige of his high office. 
If a more personal note may be 
intruded here, with those good wishes 
‘will be expressed a sincere hope that 
His Exeelleney’s family may find the 
rest of thelr sojourn in China more 
abundantly blessed with good health 
than has been their fortune since 
they landed, Tt is satisfactory to know 
that the latest visitation has now 
given way to convalescence which 
will, it is hoped, be transformed into 
complete recovery in the pleasant air 
of the seaside in the North. 


A SLIP? 


Reference was made by the Peiping 
correspondent of this journal in a 
dispatch which was published last 
‘week to the vagaries “of the cable 
censors in the northem city.

York, Paris or even Shanghai. On 
"e other hand, messages of Japanese 
news agencies were given unobstruct. 
ed passage. Chinese authorities have 
not always been so slow to realize 
the importance of having their case 
fully before the world. ‘Thus in 1932, 
when little or no obstruction ws 
offered to foreign newspaper corres 
pondents jn China, her case was so 
quickly and so efficiently presented 
{9 the public at large, that half the 
battle of gaining the support of 
world opinion was won long before 
the advocates of both sides locked 
iorns at Geneva. The matter is of 
some importance as can be appreci- 
fated by the fact that press opinion in 
London, for example, has been slower 
in making itself heard than has been 
case in former instances. It is 
Perfectly conceivable that censors 
may at times err in the matler of 
what should or should nob be sent 
out of the country in the way of 
news, though even in this respect 
there is much ground for criticism, 
but when censors by their actions 
actually do their own country harm 
by refusing to pass news desigmed to 
be of service to the nation, their be. 
haviour cannot be regarded in any 
very favourable light 














MORE DEMANDS 


It seems clear that the Kwantung 
‘Army has made further demands on 
the Peiping authorities. ‘Tension 
again exists in the North. On the 
face of it the Japanese intention 
seems to be to consolidate the recent 
gains in the form of a virtual Jap- 
‘anese protectorate in Hopel, while 
Chahar’ will be brought effectively 
within the same jurisdiction as Jehol-

ing. ‘With the further demand that 
‘the recent changes in "personnel 
should be sweepingly supplemented to 
make the whole Peiping administra- 
tion’ on appropriately cordial terms 
with the Kwantung Army, the Jap- 
‘anese plan seems to assume a signif- 
cant austerity which makes "the

where, western governments are dis- 
posed" to watch events with some 
Keenness of vision, Tokyo, indeed, 
hhas itself given the world food for 
thought inthe almost blunt refusal 
to participate in the pending economle 
conference in Nanking.

A STRIKING MANDATE 


There is no equivocation or room 
for misunderstanding in the mandate 
issued by the Chinese Government 
cogarding the tone to be adopted by 
public speakers and organizations in 
dealing with certain foreign affairs. 
"All discriminatory and provocative 
Irpeeches and actions detrimental . 10 
‘the maintenance of friendly relations 
between China and her neighbouring 
countries” are definitely forbidden. 
|The mandate adds that 

‘the formation of any organizations| 
calculated to cultivate ili-feeling be= 
fiween ‘China and other countries” 
Is strictly prohibited. Whether, the 
use of the term “neighbouring” in 
the earlier prohibition is applicable 
to the rest of the mandate, on the 
principle of the doctrine of ‘ejusdem 
generis, is not at the moment clear. 
Ht would seem, however, that as the 
mandate ends ‘with a specific refer- 
ence to the importance of interna- 
Hional obligations and world peace, 
that. the Chinese Government is 











rightly attempting to foster a general 
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attitude of restraint in -discussing 
foreign affairs in the widest sense of 
the term. Obviously, however, the 
mandate has a direct bearing on the 
course of recent events in the North 
ind it may therefore be sald to afford 
lanother proof of the extreme anxiety 
‘of the Chinese Government to con- 
vinee the Japanese authorities of the 
sincerity of its desire to suppress 
Janti-Japanese propaganda, 


CHINESE INDUSTRIES 


An interesting development of co- 
operation has been disclosed by a 
Chinese correspondent who has out 
ived in these columns the activities 
of a co-operative society “for the 
establishment of department stores 
in various centres for the sale of 
native products. Thus the society 
has become the centre of a distribu: 
ton of the products of the country, 
and it is hoped by encouraging the 
principle of interdependence amongst 
the various producers and distributors 
that the strengthening of internal 
industries will be carried to a really 
successful stability. The endeavour 
eserves encouragement and suppor, 
especially if those who are directing it 
realize the distinction between, 
Sdvocating ‘the purchase of home- 
‘made goods and an aggressive polley 
of hostility to imported articles, Tt 
is not only in China that nations 
have found it impossible to reconcile 
@ rigid nationalism in economle 
aftairs with the observance of normal 
principles of ‘commercial enterprise, 
In other woids, the protection of 
home industries’ is a remedy which 
should be applied with the utmost 
discrimination. Otherwise i becom 
too drastic for the economle fram‘ 
to endure, 




















COTTON ECONOMICS

PROGRESS 


It is gratifying to be able to publish 
Gespatehes in these columns -t:-day 
from this journal's correspondent. at 
‘Tsinkiangpit, reporting how banditry 
hhas been wiped out in the surrounding: 
country with the complete restoration 
of peace. Where banditry was com= 
mon and people carried off nightly 
for ransom, the countryside has been 
Feduced to such perfect order that 
householders can sleep safe without 
the necessity of taking extraordinary 
precautions against marauders. ‘This 
excellent result has been secured by 
reversion to an old practice of insist« 
‘ing upon guarantees, a system under 
which one man guarantees ten homes 
and another one hundred homes. ‘The 
guarantees are rigidly insisted on and 
the headmen are made responsible 
for the conduct of those for whom 
they stand surety. ‘The result has 
been that a large number of bandits 
have been smelled out and executed, 
while others, realizing’ that the 
surroundings are not so healthy as 
they were formerly, have taken them- 
selves and their bad habits to flelds 
afar. ‘Together with the establish- 
meni of this system was the disap- 
pearance of the fear of reprisals, and 
the substitution therefore of a whole- 
some respect for and confidence in 
those in authority. ‘The result 1s that 
the district is happier now than it 
has been for twenty years past. The 
Incident proves an oft-repeated con- 
tention that not by military action 
alone can banditty be suppressed. 
The co-operation of the general 
public can do a great deal towards 
securing the same end, and the 
officials of ‘Tsingkiangpu ‘are to be 
congratulated on the forward step 
which they have taken and which 
‘has turned out so well.

Tokyo, June 16. 


LTHOUGH reports from China indicate that the situation is 
now quiet, it is understood that Japanese army officials at 
Tientsin and Shanghai are making efforts to obtain a written ac- 
ceptance of the demands previously submitted. They also believe 
that the Chinese should reveal what has so.far been accomplished. 
The Chinese, however, continue to put nothing in writing, but

COMMONS STATEMENT 
ON THE SITUATION 


Close Contact Maintained 
‘Through Representatives 


Lonvlon, June 1. 

‘The new Foreign Secretary, Sir 
Samuel Hoare, made his eagerly- 
awaited statement on China in the 
House of Commons to-day. 

He began by saying that, for 
various reasons, the effects on China. 
of the world economle depression 
were delayed, For some months 
ast, the economic situation there 
had been undoubtedly difficult, and 
the position had been further '‘com- 
plicated by the recent rise in the 
price of silver, 

‘As the House was aware, the Gov- 
ernment was closely and sympathetic- 
ally following developments. Tt had 
now arranged that Sir Frederick 
Lelth-Ross,  Chiet Economic Adviser 
to the British Government, "should 
proceed to China at an early dat 
in order ‘that he may be in a posi- 
tlon to advise London on the situi 
tion. 

Despite the financial crisis, the 
political: situation in recent months 
had not been unfavourable. ‘There 
Were signs of steady progress towards 
order and stability, and signs that 
the Central Government's campai 
against {he Communists was contri 
biting towards an extension of its 
authority and influence, 














Disquieting Developments 


In north China there had been 
Algquleting developments during the 
past two weeks. Reports were con- 
tradictory in certain details. and the 
uation was lable to rapid change. 
It appeared that the Japanese 
military authorities had made re- 
presentations concerning persons and 
organizations alleged to be hostile 
inthe Demilitarized Zone fixed by 
the Tangku Armistice. ‘The Chinese 
authorities took steps to meet these 
representations, Certain points re- 
‘mained outstanding still and appeat 
ed to be the subject of local discus 

“As regards the most recent de- 
velopments in north China,” the For- 
eign Secretary continued, “Ihave 
‘been in consultation with the British 
representatives in Tokyo and Nanking. 
and, through them, with the Chinese 
and’ Japanese governments. These 
communications are still continuing. 


‘Manchoukuo Oll Monopoly 

‘A question concerning the Manchou- 
kuo oll monopoly was asked by 
Captain Peter MacDonald, Conserva- 
tive member for the Isle of Wight. 

‘Sir Samuel Hoare said that no reply 
had been received from Japan con- 
cerning the British protest against the 
projected establishment of the 
monopoly. Meanwhile the monopoly 
had come into force. 

Th the cireumstances, he said, the 
British and American ‘oil companies 
had no alternative but to withdraw 
from the market. ‘The conditions for 
their withdrawal would, he under 
Stood, be ‘the subject of discussions 
between the companies and the Man- 
choukuo authorities 

‘The British Government's view con- 
cerning the monopoly and the re 
sponsibility of the Japanese Govern. 
ment had been suficiently indicated 
in its Note of April 23,—Reuter.

CHARHAR INCIDENT 
NOT SETTLED 


But Chinese Said to Have 
Accepted Demands 


Peiping. June 16 
Chinese acceptance of the Japanese 

ca jon with the 
id alleged Il treatment of| 
four civilian employees of the Kwan- 
tung Army in Changpei, Charhar, on 
June 5, was reported here to-day in 
informed Chinese circles. 

‘Among the provisions of the set- 
tlement reached between the Chinese 
authorities and the Japanese military 
representatives were the complete 
suppression of anti-Japanese activi- 
lies in Charhar, on official expression 
of regret for the incident, and the 
dismissal of the chief staff offer and 
the chief examining officer of the 
182nd Division, the report added. 

‘The examining officer of the Di- 
vision, which is ‘commanded by. Gen, 
Sung "Cheh-yuan, Chairman of the 
Chathar Provincial Government, is 
Feported to have personally question- 
ed the four arrested Japanese — 
Rengo. 

Charhar Settlement Denied 
‘Tientsin, June 17. 

So far as the Japanese Kwantung 
Army is concerned, the "“Charhar 
‘Affaic” is still a very live issue. 

‘This ‘was unequivocally indicated 
here to-day by. Major-Gen. Kenji 
Doihara, director of the Special Ser- 
vice Division of the Kwantung Army 
fn Mukden, who sald that “real nego- 
tiations” on the question will not 
[begin until Wednesday when Lt-Col. 
Gennosuke Matsui is due to return 
hhere from Changchun, 

Lt.-Col. Matsui, Japanese resident 
loficer in Kalgan, who secured the 
Foloace of four eivilian employees of 
the Kwantung Army from the head- 
Jquarters of the 182n4 Chinese Divi- 
sion after thetr overnight detention 
Jon June 6, left here suddenly at 11.50 
lotlock last night for the Manchoukuo 
capital where he is to confer with 
hhigh Japanese military authorities. 

“The reason for Lt-Col.  Matsui's 
departure Is that nothing has yet 
been settled,” Major-Gen. Dothara 
said this morning. 

“The Chinese have only accepted 
demands made verbally by Lt-Col.

The cere- 
mony took place at il o'clock, at 
National Government House, where 
the new Ambassador was received 
with every honour and courtesy due 
to @ personage of his rank 

After the formal introduction, the 
British: Ambassador, addressing Presi- 
dent Lin Sen, sald:— 

“I have the honour, by command 
of H. M. the King, my august sover- 
eign, to’ present to your Excellency 
the letters of eredence by which His 
Majesty has been graciously pleased 
te appoint’ me Ambassador Extra. 
Fy and Plenipotentiary in 

Tam at ghe same time 
commanded to rendw to your Ex- 
cellency the assurance of my Sover- 
elgn’s aincore wishes for the welfare 
and prosperity of the Chinese 
Republic, and to convey to your 
Excellency, on His Majesty's behalf, 
an expression of his esteem and 
regard. 

Demonstration of Good-will 

“The decision to accredit on Am- 
bassador in China is intended as a 
demonstration of the good-will which 
my Soverelgn and his Government 
bear towards your Excellency and 
the National Government of China, 
and is a mark of the  imporlancs 
which they attach to close co-operation 
in all that concerns the | material 
Interests of the two countries. 

“Little more than a year ago, when 
your Excellency did me the honour 
te receive me, I ventured to express 
hopes for the maintenance and. 
strengthening of the bonds of friend. 
ship and mutual confidence which 
so happily existed between your 
Excellency's great country and my 
own.  T like to think that, during 
the time which has elapsed, these 
hopes have been realized, and I am 
glad of this opportunity’ of renew- 
ing to your Excellency my assurance 
that T shall devote my whole energy 
to endeavouring to further @ con- 
tinuance of this happy state of rela- 
tions between the two countries.”

COUNCIL SEAT FOR 
CHINA FAVOURED 


Move Would Raise Country's 
Prestige 


Brussels, June 14, 

‘The International Congress of] 
Unions for the League of Nations, 
meeting here yesterday, passed 
resolution that “strong ' arguments 
fare in favour of granting China a

Events in North China during| 
the last week have moved rapidly. 
It is late in the day to commiser- 
ate with the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment on its apparent helplessness 
in face of the filibustering diplo- 
macy of the Kwantung Army. 
‘That predicament Tokyo has to 
accept as the natural outcome of 
the constitutional irresponsibility 
of the War Office and, especially, 
of the representatives of the War 
Office on the spot in China. While 
‘Mr. Ariyoshi has carried through 
his part in the new Sino-Japanese 
entente, Japanese military attaches 
in Pelping and Tientsin have been’ 
devising fresh schemes for the 
humiliation of China. It is as if 
they were determined to show that

vivid contrast 
ties showered on Chinese officials 
and rvldiers by the direct inspira~ 
tion of the makers of Man- 
chovkuo, Actually the honours 
are rather with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and Mr. Ariyoshi. Ex- 
posed to extreme provocation the| 
Chinese authorities have left no 
stone unturned to show their 
readiness to meet Japanese de- 





mands, however unreasonable. 
When’ Japanese critics ridicule 
Chinese indiscipline and dis- 


organization they may be properly 
reminded of the spectacle in Tien- 


tsin in the last month, In spite 
of outrageous, and obviously 
planned, demonstrations of con- 


tempt, there has been no relaxa- 
tion ‘of Chinese passivity. ‘The 
world will not be slow to recognize 
where dignity really lies. ‘The 
matter may be left there. 

Regard for the finer traditions 
of the Japanese Government evokes. 
regret. that the Kwantung Army 
should have arrogated to itself 
the right to imperil the esteem in 
which those traditions deservedly, 
are held. If it be granted that’ 
the new development of Japanese 
policy in China requires certain 
adjustments in Sino-Japanese rela- 
tions, surely the proper course is 
for a definite statement of require 
ments to be made to the Chinese 
Government through the prescribed 
channels of the respective _em- 
bassies of the two countries. How- 
ever drastic such demands might| 
be, there would at least be no 
ground — for misunderstanding. 
Locul Chinese officials would be 
spared the embarrassment of hav- 
ing to disclaim ability, at the bid- 
ding of comparatively junior 
military officers, to make decisions 
which ‘obviously lie solely within 
the competence of the Central 
Government of China—the Gov- 
nment with which Mr. 
Hirota has expressly declared his, 
readiness to treat as representa- 
tive of China in the national sense. 
As it is, the course of events dur- 
ing the last month can be ex- 
plained only on the assumption 
that to the Kwantung Army the 
Japanese Government has dele~ 
gated the power of bringing North 
China within the effective scope 
of the same military autocracy 
which has created Manchoukuo and 
is apparently prepared to set no 
limits to its ambition in expan= 
sion of that régime. 

It is easy to record the view 
that no effective outside influence 
can be immediately brought to 
bear in tempering such policy. 
‘That does not dispose of the neces- 
sity to assess the implications of 
this latest expression of Japanese 
hegemony in China. The other 
day the Foreign Office at Tokyo 
betrayed its anxiety to keep pace 
with the breathless movements of, 
the militarists by delivering itself| 
of a gratuitious refusal to take part| 
in an economie “conference” on 
China, ‘The refusal was superfluous 
for no conference, in the ordinary 
sense of that term, has been pro- 
posed. A desire to obtain expert 
guidance on the present monetary 
difficulties in China has led the Brit~ 
i 











sh and American Governments to 
strengthen their diplomatic repre 
sentation by sending high finan- 
ial advisers to their respective 
Jembassies. Informal discussions 
Jon the subject may naturally lead 
to an interchange of views, but 
no talk of a conference has come| 
from authoritative sources. Tak- 
ing Japanese policy at the face 
value of declarations made here| 
Jand in Japan, it 1s fair to assume 
that atthe ‘moment Japan is 
[definitely opposed to teamwork in 
developing outside aid for China. 
Here, pethaps, may be found the 
lappropriate crystallization of Japan's 
position. She intends to plough a 
lonely furrow. ‘The intention is 
Inextrieably caught in the tolls of 
military aggression in ts most virul- 
ent form. ‘The result will be 
awaited " with _ anxlety—anxiety 
for the good name of Japan and 
hher standing in the comity of 
nations. 





MR. D. E. HOSTE 
June 13. 


A truly memorable administration 
came to an end yesterday when Mr. 

ixon Edward Hoste handed over 
charge of the China Inland Mission, 
after thirty-four years in office, 10 
his successor the Rev. G. W. Gibb. 
Mr. Hoste does not leave China. He 
remains here to give in retirement 
such counsel and encouragement as 
the Mission which he has so faith~ 
fully served, may still require of his 
ripe judgment and experience 
[Approaching his 74th birthday, Mr. 
Hoste has truly given the main 
portion of his life to China for he 
failed from England on February 5, 
1885, a8 one of the famous “Cam- 
bridge Seven” for work in the 
mission field here. He thus has 
actually fifty years China service to/ 
his credit. The half-century has 
seen the Mission expand far beyond 
its original constitution. It. has 
assumed an international —com= 
plexion which has given it added 
authority and greater scope for use- 
fulness.” In this development the 
sage statesmanship of Mr. Hoste and 
his high sense of Christian prin 
‘ciples have been abiding influences | 
for good. ‘The Mission, in saluting 
his retirement trom active direction, 
must be proud of the fact. that 
his only predecessor was Dr. J. 
Hudson Taylor, the founder of the| 
organization in 1862, from whom 
Dr Hoste took over charge in 1901. 
Dr. Taylor first came to China in 
1853, 20 the two men between them 
have covered no less than eighty 
years of mission effort in this 
country. 

Mr. Hoste, from his chair in 
Shanghai, has directed the Mission's 
labours with a deep knowledge of 
the Chinese people and warm affec- 
tion for them, as the result of 
active travel in the interior and 
Tong years spent in intimate asso~ 
ciation with Chinese colleagues and 
Chinese friends. He exchanged a 
military career—to which heredit- 
ary influences naturally dedicated 
him—for a life of social service, 
when as a young Gunner officer, 
four years out ot Woolwich, he 
foined the, high adventure of the 
Cambridge Seven in 1885. He had 
been born at Aldershot when is 
father was. serving in that. ime 
portant District, so the religious 
impulses which led to the abandon 
ment of military ambitions rust 
hhave been exceptionally strong in 
themselves. They have received 
splendid endorsement from the 
duality of the service in which they 
have found expression. It is not 
easy for all laymen, perhaps, to 
lunderstand the zeal’ and devotion 
Which men like Mr. Hoste give to 
mission enterprise. Aloofness from 
what are held to be the basic prob- 
lems of eivilization's existence seems 
to be the essential characteristic of 
the saintly singlemindedness of the 
true missionary’s life. ‘That is a 
superficial assessment. ‘The world 
benefits greatly from the detach 
ment which the missionary assumes 
fn pressing on with his schemes for 
mental, social and physical better- 
ment, just as much as it does from 
the austere seclusion of the 
research-worker in. the scientife 
laboratory. The missionary seeks 
to find the true common denomina- 
tor of humanity and the search ts 
based on religious truths and 
principles, the test of which is not 
necessarily their relation to dogmas 
or creeds but their power in re- 
feasing the spirit of man's divinity.

ttained. His leadership has been’ 
jenforced by gifts of organization 
‘and construction which would have 
[secured for him eminence in what-| 
lever career he had chosen to adopt. 
It has been enshrined in a personal] 
high-mindedness peculiarly appro- 
priate to his calling and specially, 
Inspiring to all who have had the 
privilege of working with or under, 
him. Fearlessness in him has been 
‘moral and physical alike. Selfiess- 
ness has not prevented him from. 
the necessary observance of the 
firmness in action which betokens 
the wise disciplinarian. He has 
managed to preserve his tolerance 
in outlook, while yielding nothing 
fon those broad issues of the Chris- 
tian faith to which his life and 
service to his fellows have been so 
wonderfully devoted. As a model of 
the Christian in active assault on 
the ills to which humanity is heir, 
he will be affectionately and admir- 
ingly remembered in China. His 
‘own diffidence does not mitigate 
that achievement, for, direct and 
steadfast in fortifying precept with 
example, he has unconsciously im- 
pressed his personality on all 
around him. The virtue has gone 
out of him, involuntarily, as it| 
were, to the encouragement of the| 
weak, to the exhortation of the| 
strong and to the advancement of 
that great cause in which he has| 
humbly, resolutely and efficiently 
laboured. 





A MISSION DEPARTS 
June 18. 


‘The American Economic Mission’ 
to China sails to-day for the 
United States, after spending two 
valuable months studying con- 
ditions here. Strong in its 
personnel and possessed of much 
business and administrative ex- 
perience, the Mission has conducted 
its inquiry on sound lines. Its 
members have made good contacts| 
and under the leadership of a 
striking personality, Mr. Cameron. 
Forbes, they have ‘effectively re~ 
resented the best minds of modern| 
America. From the outset it has 
been made clear that the Mission 
has been purely unofficial. Unlike 
the British Mission of 1930, it has 
not been appointed by any depart~ 
ment of State. It is comparable 
rather with the Barnby Mission| 
‘which visited Japan and Manchuria 
last winter under the auspices of 
the Federation of British Industrie: 
‘Mr. Forbes and his colleagues have | 
been at some pains to point this 
Jout and they have shown consider- 
fable discretion in avoiding, political 
lasues. Nor have they claimed any 
authority to guide official American’ 
policy. ‘They have been industrious, 
students of Chinese conditions. 
‘They have used the aeroplane—to 
{the personal embarrassment of some | 
‘of their party on one occasion—to| 
facilitate rapid cover of this coun- 
try's immense distances. They have 
been able to concentrate on this 
study because they have not been 
distracted by the problem of poli- 
tics which would be too formidable 
‘a subject for such a brief sojourn, 
jaithough, as China ruefully has 
learnt, that consideration has not 
‘acted ‘as a deterrent to visitors of 
ess responsibility and prudence. The 
‘occasion has been, therefore, well. 
used by these distinguished Amer- 
cans of whom it may fairly be said 
‘that they have acquired friends 
Jamong the foreign as well as among 
the Chinese community. In spite of] 
‘the limited means of communica 
tion there is an astonishingly swift, 
method of exchanging impressions 
between port and port here. So, Mr. 
‘Cameron Forbes must not be sur- 
rised to learn that the profundity 
of his views on economics has been 
all the more readily accepted 
‘because it has been recorded thet he 
has a special aptitude for discussing 
polo and the horse-breeding indus- 
try. 

In a sense it is fortunate for’ 
‘China that this Mission has been 
‘unofficial in character. It has been 
spared the discomfort of having to. 
discuss the monetary problem of. 
China in terms of Washington's 
purchase of silver. At the same time 
‘the Mission has been able, as an. 
independent instrument of econo- 
mie investigation, to assess on the 
spot the exact significance of the 
protests which have been addressed. 
to Washington from China since 
the beginning of 1934. It has, no 











redressing of that balance. It has 
sensed the resentment and dis- 
appointment caused by the apparent 
inability of the American Govern- 
ment to appreciate the direct injury. 
inflicted on China by the policy. 
which is being so relentlessly press~ 
ed upon President Roosevelt by his: 
jtaskmasters from Nevada and 
jelsewhere. Although China’s econo~ 
jmic difficulties are not principally 
due to America's daring young 
men on the silver trapeze, but 
are, in many respects to be 
traced to inherent disabilities and 
defects, there can be little doubt 
that the task of coping with them. 
has been enormously complicated 
and impeded by the artificial rise 
in the price of the metal on which 
the Chinese dollar is based. The 
‘Mission cannot have addressed itself 
to its assigned task of discovering 
‘the economic conditions prevailing 
here, without gaining some such 
impressions, even if formal recogni 
tion of them has to remain in 
[diplomatic seclusion. 


For the Mission's two months will 
have been wasted if the already 
strong ties of friendship—social, 
jcultural and commercial—between 
the United States of America and 
China are not to be strengthened 
by its labours. Mr. Cameron Forbes. 
jand his colleagues deserve better 
treatment than to find, on their 
return to America, that obstacles 
jare to be thrown ‘in the way of 
Jconsolidating the ground which 
{they have so patiently and skilfully 
surveyed. America’s interests in 
the Pacific and in the countries 
bordering on that ocean are ad- 
mittedly great and jealously cher- 
shed by her people. | With no coun- 
{try in that vast region have tradi- 
{tions of commerce and culture been. 
so firmly established by the United 
States as with China. The record 
lof those traditions is honourable and 
does credit to both parties. It would 
be a tragedy if this group of 
junoffcial and influential business 
men could not eventually make their 
voices hieard in restoration of more 
satisfactory business relations be- 
‘tween China and America. For- 
tunately they are helped by the 
circumstance that politically Presi- 
lent Roosevelt's Government and the. 
Chinese Government are on good 
terms. Moreover, the Chinese peo- 
ple in general have faith in Amer- 
can friendship, as exemplified in 
the valuable cultural institutions in 
which American comradeship has; 
played a worthy part. So, without 
jendorsing to the full all criticisms 
of that silver programme, the re- 
turning Mission may be able in 
‘some way to clear up what is a 
distressing difference of view. 
Obviously it has been quite impos- 
le, for reasons of propriety, for 
‘the ‘Mission to express definite 
‘opinions on this important matter 
during its sojourn here, Lacking | 
authority to pledge the American 
Government to any action, Mr.

A NEW CRISIS

would-be secessionists. The Com- 
monwealth itself has decided that 
‘the western state shall remain 
within the Dominion’s constitutional 
structure and the appeal to the final 
Fesort at Westminster being fruitless 
‘the secessionists threaten to seek 
other means of obtaining redress, 


Mr. H. Keith Watson, chairman of 
‘the Dominion League of Western 
Australia, and a member of the 
Secession’ Delegation to London, is 
responsible for the the statement 
that “the argument of force will be 
the only means left to the people 
Jot Western Australia in their deter- 
mined desire for secession. I shall 
not hesitate so to inform my fellow 
citizens... .and to play my full part 
in whatever course may be decided 
‘upon, no matter how unorthodox 
‘that ‘course may be.” Apparently. 
amongst the steps which have been 
[proposed is to withdraw from the 
Federal Parliament, to refuse to pay 
‘any monies due to the Federal Gov- 
ernment or to recognize the author= 
ity of the Commonwealth officials, 
while cargoes at Perth or Fre« 
mantle would be unloaded under 
the protection of a volunteer force 
which would prevent the Customs 
oficals from interfering or levying 
Jany duty. ‘To all intents and pur- 
poses the authority of the Common- 
fwealth would be openly. flouted, 
though in turn punitive action 
seems to be denied it by the provi- 
sion that it has no right to send 
Jany armed force into the territory 
of any State or to take any kind 
fof armed action in that State 
without the consent of the State 
government, The idea of the latter 
Jeiving the Commonwealth permis- 
jon to a take military action 
against it would be comic if the 
matter were not so serious. Tt is 
unthinkable that this long drawn 
out dispute should lead to a 
fractricidal struggle in Australia, 
though there are indications that 
feeling runs very high in Western 
JAustralia which contends it is 
Jeuffering under very real grievances 
bringing such a contingency within 
the bounds of possibility. 

If Mr. Watson’s remarks appear 
to be inspired by indignation over 
the rebuff administered by the 
Joint Committee, the weightier 
utterance of Mr. Phillip Collier, 
Prime Minister of the dissatisfied 
State, adds very considerable sup- 
port {o them.

Lynx-eyed sea-lawvers| 
discover spots on the sun, The 
Chairman no longer looks over a 
rippling lake of admiring smiles; he 
Sees ruMled faces, eloquent of o 
doubt in his capacity and resentful 
of anything like an explanation. It 
is useless for him to remind the: 
frowning tyrants that they have had| 
high dividends in the past. They 
are relentless and he comes to the 
conclusion that @ conjuror with an. 
ability to pull rabbits out of a hat} 
is the only man who can success- 
fully placate the mass of implacable| 
Jaws in the packed assembly. 

Shareholders often are far sorrier 
for themselves than is just. In| 
pip'ng times of high dividends, they 
cheerfully tuck away the proceeds 
in their banking accounts and 
trouble but little to ask whether the 
sunshine will last, When the clouds 
come and dividends droop to van- 
ishing point, the triumphs of the 
directors are forgotten. Mistakes! 
and, perhaps, ebullitions of over- 
confidence are pounced upon, 
without a thought of the possibility, 
that a less uncritical attitude in 
the boom-tide might have been of] 
real assistance to the Board by en- 
couraging caution. A loss of, say, 
$20,000, is brushed airily on one| 
side when it has merely meant a 
fractional part of a gratifyingly 
bumping return on capital. When| 
it has to stand out in grim relief| 
from a background of “no dividend” 
it becomes an offence which cries| 
aloud to heaven. The Direc 
tors have a right to complain 
that a sense of proportion —is| 
Jacking and although the spectacle 
of a Chairman making an appeal 
ad misericordiam gives rise to 
ridicule rather than deep emotion, 
there is far more logic in it than 
in the vehement protestations of 
innocence to which shareholders, in 
some circumstances give vent, 

Shanghai is experiencing this 
kind of tragi-comedy just now. 
The depression is testing the com- 
munity which derives its livelihood 
from the mysterious operations of 
‘companies and corporations. ‘The 
test has revealed weaknesses and 
may reveal more before the travail 
is past. ‘The responsibility of 
directors becomes, therefore, a live 
issue. Shanghai is accustomed to 
considerable directorial versatility 
which helps to produce an inter- 
locking of interests. In essence 
it is not wrong; it is inevitable 
because of the limited supply of 
personalities capable of meeting 
all the demands made upon crea- 
tors of boards for Shanghai's far- 
flung activities. Yet it. seems 
desirable that " serious attention 
should be paid to the manner in 
which this practice has been de-

Have not the changes been rung 
‘too frequently on one or other 
group? Have appointments to 
‘Boards always been made with the 
strict regard to certa‘n special 
duties attaching to certain special 
classes of business?

the stray from outside. However, 
the Police are apparently deter- 
mined to round up—and if neces- 
sary “destroy—that class of pest. 
It is highly desirable that they: 
should. ‘The stray dog, in the 

of his journey, “aimlessly 
seeking sustenance here and shelter} 
there, is apt to encounter other| 
dogs or cats and the outcome of the| 
‘meeting may involve an inter-| 
change of amenities as the result 
of which further danger of rabies 
accrues. The owner of the amiable| 
tabby cat may be in blissful \gnor- 
ance that his pet, on her lawful 
occasions, has had the misfortune: 
to incur ‘the forcible disapproval 
of the stray and may already be| 
developing the rabic disorder which 
makes her a menace to the house-| 
hold where, for so long, she has 
‘been a comfortable companion. In| 
the event, of course, it entails her 
destruction and the members of the 
household and, perhaps, other 
owners of respectable cats and 
dogs are lucky if the tale of woe 
ends there. 


‘There is little doubt that a sweep- 
ing and sustained campaign against 
stray dogs would greatly minimize 
the danger of rabies. ‘The Police 
have the right to expect co-opera- 
tion from dog-owners. The dif- 
culty of quickly detecting the veri- 
table stray is reduced if dog-own- 
ers take every possible care to 
ensure that their animals when on 
exercise or duty bent, are under 
contrel or sufficiently’ to heel to 
prevent misunderstanding of their 
tatus. It may be that the authorities 
will find it necessary drastically to 
insist that every dog must appear 
in public on a lead, otherwise he 
will be treated as ‘a stray. The 
Police, in enforcing the regulations, 
‘will be able to rely on the good 
sense of the public. No-one ex- 
pects that by a waving of the 
‘Council's hand, as it were, the 
‘ownerless dog or other stray, will 
immediately be spirited from the 
Public streets. ‘The junk-dog, for 
‘example, offers a peculiar complex- 
ity tc the problem, but he should| 
be dealt with firmly for he is often 
‘as great a danger as the nonde- 
script mongrel to whom no owner 
lays claim. Now that the Couneil’s 
officers have made up their minds 
to tackle the danger, they will no 
doub!, persevere with their protec- 
tive measures and, given reasonable 
time, show that the stray nuisance 
has been virtually eliminated as a 
serious factor in the problem.

H.R.H’S GESTURE 


‘More than once in his career the 
Prince of Wales has not been afraid 
to take risks, in expressing himself 
emphatically ‘on a public issue. It 
will be recalled that, not so many 
years ago, he fluttered dovecotes and, 
ineSdentally,- enhanced his country- 
men's admiration of him by letting 
fall some downright comments on the 
unemployment problem and the con- 
ditions which it had crested in cer- 
lain industrial areas. The “indisere- 
tfon"—as it might have been called 
by over-zealous exponents of the 
doctrine of royal aloofness from con~ 
troversy, had the merit of leading 
directly 'to effective action, Now, in 
his capacity as an ex-serviceman, 
His Royal Highness, has dared to 
ecko what German ‘and French, as 
well as British ex-servicemen feel re- 
garding the folly of maintaining the 
feuds of a forgotten animosity and 
lis mischievous tendency to revive 
ldisastrous cleavages. ‘The Prince has 
Indicated his belief that by extending 
the hand of friendship to their former 
comrades on the other side of the 
Western Front, British ex-servicemen | 
can render definite assistance to the 
‘cause of peace. They will at least 
minister to the vital need of Europe 
at the moment—the better under- 
standing between nations. Herr 
Hiller himself has pleaded the ex- 
jeervicemen's desire for peace in 
emphatic terms. The Prince of 
Wales has not hesitated to respond. 
IThere are difficulties in the way of 
immediately interchanging amenities 
with the German ex-service organiza- 
lions, but the Prince's words, rein. 
forced as they will be by the personal 
visit to Germany of Sir Frederick 
Maurice, the President of the British 
Legion, ‘give splendid encouragement 
to the hope that a real effort will be 
made to secure an Anglo-German 
rapprochement which can effectively 
minister to the reliet of Europe from 
the nightmare of the present malaise, 














‘firmness, it is an essential feature 
of rabies-prevention. Owners’ ob- 
jections to it are largely met by the

Newcomers to the East have 
been heard to wonder why it is 
that this special emphasis is laid 
fon the gravity of a dog-bite in 
Shanghai. They have dimly heard 
that a camel's bite can be exceed~ 
ingly unpleasant, but they do not 
hear that Shanghai uses camels 
either as pets or as means of 
transport. In other words Shang- 
hai is not Peiping—or even Kari 
Snake-bites they understand 
are to be avoided, except in 
England where poisonous snakes 
are practically unknown and in 
Ireland, where St. Patrick's grace 
banned’ the snake for ever from 
that pleasant greenness, although 
he does not seem to have been 
sufficiently firm about “‘snakes-in- 
the-grass” with which Irish polities 
too iong have been pestered. Of 
course the answer to this griffin- 
ike simplicity is that rabies has 
not been stamped out in the East 
as it has been in certain Western 
jeountries. ‘Therefore, when a dog 
bites, the only safe assumption on 
which to proceed is that the animal 
may be smitten with hydrophobia 
for rabies. There is no treatment 
for rabies when it has actually 
‘affected either animal or human; 
the end is certain—death and a 
horrible death too. Inoculation 
‘against rabies either before or 
after @ bite is prophylactic; it is 
|the approved precaution ‘which 
may thwart the dread disease and, 
xo far as medical science knows, it 
has been wonderfully successful 
thanks to the genius of the great 
French ssavant, Pasteur, and those 
who have developed his discovery. 
The terrible virulence of the dis- 
ease and its fatal consequences, 
attended as they are by indescrib- 
eble suffering to victim and on- 
Yeokers alike, make it impossible 
for any thinking man or woman to 
decry or obstruct measures taken 
to" protect the public from its 
ravages and to avert its oncoming 
by such scientific treatment as is 
available. On these grounds Shang- 
hailanders are urged to brook no 
pettitogging criticism of actions 
prescribed by the Settlement au- 
thorities and taken by the Police 
under their instructions. In that 
spirit the community will be able 
‘successfully to restore this Settle- 
ment to a normal and comparative, 
freedom from exposure to a truly 
ghastly risk. 














LORD TWEEDSMUIR 


‘The Governor-General designate of 
|Canada has, on elevation to the peer- 
jage, taken ‘his title from the little 
village of Tweedsmulr at the head of 
the River Tweed. Mr. John Buchan— 
fas he’ was until recently—thus com- 
memorates his association with that 
village and gives a hint to another 
distinguished Scotsman, on whom the 
shadow of promotion to the House of 
Lords is said to rest.

‘Tweedsmuir has left the House of 
Commons and, in accordance with 
picturesque practice, he was duly 
gazetted “Steward and Ballff of the 
[Chiltern Hundreds” on May 24 whieh 
presumably was, therefore, his last day | 
Jas a commoner. The appointment of 
Ja Knight Grand Cross. of the Most 
Distinguished Order of St. Michael 
Jand St George (G.CM.G.) followed 
the next morning. Under English 
Parliamentary law a Member cannot 
resign his seat—a relic of the days 
when the local gentry had to be 
compelled to sit in Parliament. To 
avoid this dimeulty in modern times 
Jadvantage was taken of the statute of 
1707 which enacted that every mem- 
ber accepting an office of profit trom 
the erown should thereby vacate his 
seat but should be capable of re- 
election, unless the office in question 
yhad been created since 1705 or had 
otherwise been declared to disqualify 
for seat in parliament. But ap- 
parently appointment to a stewardship 
was nol so treated until 1740 when 
[Sir W. W. Wynn, by a decision of the 
[House of Commons, was held to have 
vacated his seat on inheriting trom 
his father by virture of a royal grant, 
the stewardship of | Bromfeld 
Yale, This promplly inspired ‘the 
legislators for in the Place Act of 
1742, the idea of utilizing the appoint 
ments to ceriain crown stewarships 
as a pretext for enabling a member to 
resign his seat was carried into prac- 
tlce, ‘There were eight of these 
hominal stewardships but anly two 
have survived—those of the Chiltern 
Hundreds and the Manor of North- 
stead. Until quite recently a member 
‘of Parliament on appointment to the 
Cabinet had to resign and seek re~ 
lection. ‘This was found to be in- 
jconvenient and productive of un- 
necessary expense and was abolished 
just after the War. “Lord Tweedsmulr 
retains his mystical stewardship until 
the next occasion arises for its use to 
relieve a member from his duties in 
the House.

A CINEMA PIONEER 


‘To Thomas A. Edison belongs the 
credit of producing the first motion- 
picture machine, demonstrations of 
what was called’ the Edison Kineto- 
‘scope being given at West Orange on 
October 6, i889." M. Louis Lumiere, 
‘who has been rightly honoured with the 
Gold Medal of the City of Paris, was, 
with his brother Auguste, inspired by 
fan Edison kinetoscope exhibition in 
Paris, to produce a better projector 
which they called the Cinematographe 
‘and, after taking out a French patent 
in February gave a demonstration of 
the machine at Lyons on March 22, 
1695. ‘The art in Burope was tragi- 
cally interuped by the painful im- 
pression created by the terrible fire 
fat the Charity Bazaar in Paris on 
May 4, 1697 whea 180 lives were lost 
and the fice was traced to the

CHINA AND SILVER 


Dr. Ma Yin-chu's exhaustive ex- 
tion of the silver problem with 

regard to the prevailing| 
conditions arising out of the American 
Durchase programme will have been 
Yead with considerable interest. Dr. 
Ma arrives at the conclusion that @ 
‘managed currency is unsuitable for 
China for reasons which have al- 
ready been emphasized more than 
once in these columns. In effect he 
appears to be satisfied that the Gov- 
ernment’s present compromise by 
securing the co-operation of the| 
Banks in applying agreed but unde- 
fined modifications to transactions in 
discouragement of the speculator is 
exercising a steadying influence on. 
the situation. “He is inclined, how: 
ever, to recommend consideration of 
radual process of depreciation but | 
‘on his own admission, could 
not ‘be attempted without an’ under~ 
standing with America. In the light| 
of present conditions that qualifica- 
lon seems definitely to put such a 
device outside practical polities. Dr. 
[Ma would like to make an appeal to 
Washington for the reversal of cer- 
tain measures adopted under the silver 
purchase programme. Experience 
again suggests that this is not likely 
to be effective just now. President 
Roosevelt has been exceedingly sym- 
pathetic with China, but it Is neces 
sary for him to be even more sympa- 
thetic with himself, suffering as he:

pressure of the Silver group in the 
Senate. It will have been noted that 
Dr. Ma quotes approvingly from that

mitten by Mr. Koh ‘Tsung-fel 
‘Silver at Work” (with special re- 
ference to China).” Mr. Koh examines 
the question with considerable thor- 
oughness. He marshals statistics 
from the recognized authorities to 
explain the interaction of silver prices 
and commodity prices here. Broadly 
he is in favour of a planned economy 
but he is frank in the expression of!

The member in question, Mfr. C. J 
Garrington, declared that his post,

children. He maintained that the 
Alsatian dog owners, well organized, 
had a vested interest to protect and 
were blocking the Bill.

In reply to this, the 
Secretary of the International Sheop 





Dog Society, Airdrie, Scotland, 
challenged Mr. Dinsdale’ to substan 
iste his claim at any of the three 
‘national trials during 1935. Mr. Reld 
Jadded that any Alsatian fancier who 
eared to display the sheep working 
qualities of any dog he could train 
would “get permission from the 
directors of the Society provided he 
would accept and attempt in all its 
details the standard test applied to 
the collie. ‘Mr. Reid remarked that 
the mere substantiation of claims by 
photographs or assertions - was. not 
satisfactory. What was wanted was 
public demonstration” that any 
Alsatian could work sheep asthe 
‘collie did’ when searchingly tested in 
all the important phases of the sheep 
dog's work in Scotland, and in ex- 
amining the performance of Mr. 
Dinsdale's bitch, he pointed out that 
that animal had not in any way dis- 
charged the functions of a proper 
‘sheep dog. Mr. Reid's letter appeared 
in the “Yorkshire Observer", and so 
far as can be ascertained, his chal- 
Jenge was not taken up, Admiration 
for the Alsatian is justified, as

CHINESE HERO WISHES 
TO GET AT JAPANESE 


“Resist or Be Ruined” the 
Cry of Ma Chan-shan 


Tientsin, June 
Proclaiming his willingness to die 
fon the battlefield for China, Gen, Ma 
Chan-shan, the former leader of the 
Meilungkiang anti-Japanese  volunte- 
fers and the hero of the Noni River 
attle in 1932, to-day enunciated a 
‘resist or be ruined” policy for his 
country, in the course of an exclusive 
interview with the United Press.

Definite Policy Wanted 

“China must resist even if half her 
400,000,000 population are killed,” the, 
General declared with emphasis. 
“One bullet can kill only one man. 
‘Aeroplanes cannot kill all the Chic 
hese, even if the bodies are piled 
high’ in the streets. I am ready to 
die, but, if this plan is not wanted 
by ‘those in authority, then China 
must adopt definite policies on tho| 
fssue, Otherwise, Japan will never 
halt “her encroachments until all 
China has been swallowed.”

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ROMANCE OF CHINA’S NEW ROADS 


Early Possibility of Being Able to Motor from 
Canton to Peiping 
Prose 4 Commence 


Nanking, June 12. 

Each morning in Nanking one can 
watch the departure of four big 
uses, each for a destination outside 
the province. ‘The foreigner new to 
China will see tittle remarkable in 
this simple statement, for, to. him, 
roads are a matter of course; but to 
the “Old China Hand”, whose ex- 
perience of China is confined largely 
to one of the Treaty Porta, and whose 
settled conviction ig that China. is 
a land of Unrest, Communism, and 





nude, “where nothing. is ever ae-| 


‘complished, the statements may well 
seem Incredible. 

‘The “amazing increase in the 
kKilometrage of ‘roads in China has 
‘been one of the most portentious but 
unrecognized exents in modern 
history, and the result of such an 
overwhelming change 
agricultural communications is certain 
to be most far-reaching. 


Canton to Pelping 

It Is not generally realized that 
within avery short time, it will be 
possible, by using roads’ of varying 
Quality, and making some detours, 
to. motor from Canton to Pelping: 
nor does the Shanghai resident know 
that so far from Hangchow and Che- 
Klang. being his only objectives by 
car, he can motor, on metalled roads, 
fo Nanchang and Changsha, and, if 
hie is prepared to face earth roads 
‘and deviations, can reach not only 
Hankow, but Kaifeng, Tsinan, and 
‘Tsingtao, while within one year, he 
will be’ able to go all over’ the 
country. 





Road History 

As early as 1013 the road problem 
was tackled by the Government of 
the young Republic, and in that year 
5 kilos. of road were constructed 
in Hunan, Internal trouble prevented 
much further progress being made 
until 1918 when the Ministry of the 
Interior officially commenced a pro- 
gramme of roads, Tt was not unt 
two years later, however, that 
stermined start could be made and 








since that time the Kilometrage 
‘earth roads has steadily increased. 
‘The roads were later, by decree, 
placed under the Ministry of Railway 
fand from 1920 to 10981 the construc- 
tion programme, which had lagaed 
sinee 1927, was accelerated, 
sau of Roads 


1032, however, marked a new era 
Jn road construction, for in that year 
the National Economic Couneit de- 
clded to organize a Bureau of Roads, 
and to make a grant of $1,000,000 for 
the purpose of Joining up the prov- 
inces of | Kianysu, Chekiang, and 
Anhwel, Tt was also in November, 
4082, that the “Interprovineial High- 
way Trae Commission” of the 
above-mentioned provinces and the 
‘municipalities of Nanking and 
Greater Shanghai came into being, 
thereby bringing under a co-ordinated 
control the road trae and motor 
transport of those provinces. 

‘The Bureau of Roads has done 
plendid service in transport work 
‘and ‘also in construction not only of 
earth roads but especially of surfaced 
roads for motor trafic. 

‘As. this work. ts comparatively so 
new to China, several expert advisers 
from the League of Nations have been 
employed, 8 well as others engaged 
directly by tho National Economic 
Couneil 

Kilometrage and Quality 

At the beginning of this year, 84,800 
Kilometres (52,700 miles) of roads 
had been constructed in China, the 
largest provincial kilometrage being 
Kwangtung with 11244 kilos. ‘The 
work is being rapidly pushed on, and 
these totals have, by now, been’con- 
siderably increased, 

It should not, of course, be im- 
fagined that more than a small pro- 
portion of these totals is surfaced, as 
this can only be accomplished ’ by 
slow degrees. Nor should it be for- 
gotten that the quality of even the 
Dest roads cannot, and should not, 
even approximate {0 the best 
European and American roads. The 
new road from Liverpool to Man- 
chester, for example, cost over £16,- 
000 per mile ($120,000 per kilo.) and 
were new construction of this 
quality ‘attempted in China, the new 
Kilometrage bullt per year would be 
infinitesimal. 

‘The policy is, therefore, to build 
the simplest and cheapest road which 
will withstand the traffie without 
unreasably heavy repair-bills—such 
a road averaging about, $5,000 per 
kilo—and to increase the kilometrage 
‘as rapidly as possible in order to 
‘open up the country to setilement, 
‘agriculture, and commence, and thus 
cheek the sporadic banditry which ir 
the result more of natural than of 
‘economic oF political conditions. 

Experiments 


‘To ascertain the most suitable road. 
surface for different conditions, both 
in first-cost and maintenance, some 
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in “China’s| of 


two miles of main road outside Nan- 
King have been treated in a large 
umber of different ways. These in- 
cludes several varieties each of stone 
pavé, combined pavé and conerete, 
all concrete, macadam, and tarmac. 
Observation ‘and test will decide the 
order of merit of each type of surface, 
and the data so obtained will be of 
‘reat value’ when considering the 
‘Sub-soll and local material in each| 
art of the country. 


Road Use 


‘Amid the business of road-building 
it might be excusable if some neglect 
of the science of road-use were ex- 
hibited, but this is not so, and it 1s 
the “endeavour of the Bureau of| 
Roads so to construct new roads hat 
either the old roadway, or side-lanes: 

the new roadway, will be| 
designated for heavy and slow traftc, 
thus leaving the erown of the new| 
roads for fast motor tramc. This, >t 
‘course, will not be an easy problem 
{ngofar as the peasants are concerned, 
‘and for this reason, as well as for 
that of “Safety First”, a Highway] 
Safety Commission was organized 
last year to instruct the peasant and 
coolie in road-sense. Notices are 
being put up and hoardings erected 
which show the dire results of look- 
Ing the wrong way, or failing to look| 
at all, when erossing the roads. The 
task of the commission is a herculean 
one, and it will be a long time before 
the ‘motorist can feel reasonably as- 
sured that rickshaws and pedestrians 
will not suddenly dart ‘scross the’ 
road within a foot of his wheels 


‘The Silk Road 


rose with yearnings for romance 
will readily be thrilled by the road 
Row under constfuction between| 
Sianfu, the raithead, and Lanchow in| 
Kansu, a distance of 600 kilometres.

FOR MONEY 


Breaking Canton’s Wolfram 
Monopoly 
Frost Oux Own Conssronoext 


Canton, June 1. 

Ever since General Yui Han-no 
hhas been administering the Govern 
‘ment of South Kiangsi he has been 
faking all of the revenue of that 
section, and nothing has gone to the 
‘Kiangsi Treasury at Nanchang. One 
Of the principal sources of income has 
been woltram, which is mined exten- 
sively. Because the General is the 
leader of Kwangtung’s First Army. 
the Cantonese politicians have been 
reaching out to feather their nests, 
pulting all of the wolfram miners and 
Gealers of South Kiangsi under their 
collective thumb. All sales of ore 
were to pass through the Wolfram 
Monopoly of Canton. 

This was going (oo far, thought 
the authorities in Kiangsi, and they 
have, to start with, brought it about 
that” Yul Han-mo's First Army 
should come back to their homeland. 
Parleying went on for a spell till 
Chairman Hsing Hsi-hui got sick and 
tired of arguing and finally turned 
to Chiang Kai-shek. General Chiang 
Kal-shek’s flat telling the Canton 








Han-mo, and was closeted with him 
‘on May 28. Two days later all the 
high and mighty of the Kwangtung 
military were at Chen Chi-tang’s 
house. 

"The flat cannot be ignored, it can- 
not be defied. Nevertheless, a retire- 
‘ment from South Kiangsi will leave 
the First Army without the income it 
has been packing op  by_ imposing 
taxes on the people there. Chiang 
Katahek will ‘be exhorted to be 
Renerous and make provision for the 
‘Support of the First Army: Moreover 
‘over $700,000 went into roads and 
other improvements, of which Kiangsi 
will have the enjoyment, and it is 
‘only reasonable to ask that the 
Kiangsl Government reimburse Can- 
ton for the full cost thereof. 

Chairman Hsiung has "already 
intimated that he is agreeable to the 
proposal, but will have to pay a Bit 
ata time. ‘The income that the First 
Army bas been getting he will set 
aside. and what comes In every month 
he will turn over to the Treasury. A 
to ‘the moral obligation of the 
National Government to increase the 
appropriation for the Kwangtung 
military, it Is too early to know what 
the answer will be. But if Chiang 
Katshek does not delay Tons in fall 
ing in with the Cantonese idea, the 
withdrawal of the troops from South 
Kiangsi will be set for July 1. 

Controlting Wolfram Output 

‘The officials at Nanchang are not 
Jetting the grass grow under their feet, 
‘and even before the order was out 
clearing out these alien soldiers from 
thelr soll they. had organized a 
Wolfram Monopoly Bureau to coun- 
ter-act the effect of the Canton 
‘monopoly. All Kiangsi has been 
marked out into four divisions for 
the control of the selling of this ore. 
Of these two, with three counties 
in each, are in the military admin- 
Istrative section which is under 
General Yui Han«mo's jurisdiction. 
In the four counties of Wuchang. 
Yutu, Anyuan and Kanyuan are the 
largest deposits of _woltram ore. 
Before Chu Teh’s Reds appeared 
these mines were all keeping large 
gangs of workmen shovelling and 
carrying, but mining stopped while 
the Reds were in the ascendancy, is 
Just getting under way again. 

Kiangsi is going to opposite 
extremes in her relations with 
Kwangtung, and as soon as she has 
taken over the Government of the 
southern sector she will have customs 
barriers as Hsinfeng and Tayeh. 
Every pound of goods that crosses 
the barrier will assessed 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. So often have discri- 
minatory taxes been collected on 
‘goods from other parts of China by 
the Canton régime that they hesitate 
to open their mouths about his dis- 
criminatory measure. ‘The merchants 
of this province, though, do not like 
it and they have been writing in from 
all around beseeching their rulers to 
call upon Nanking to stay the hand 
of the officials who will make their 
‘goods cost more to the purchaser in 

iangsi.

Reporting considerable progress 
uring 1834, the annual statement of 
‘the Cotton Commission of the Na- 
tional Economie Council has been 
published. ‘The report lists the out- 
tending work done in 1934, and out- 
Hines plans and objects for’ 1935. 
“Amone those things achieved during 
the year under review, the most im- 
portant were the inauguration of the 
Central Cotton Improvement Institute, 
the Cotton Improvement Institutes of 
Kiangsu, Honan and Shensi, the Cot~ 
ton Cultivation Direction Bureau of 
Shans, and the Cotton Insect Research 
Bureau of Shantung. In addition the 
Central University, the University of 
Nanking, and Nantung University, 
inaugurated training classes in cotton 
cultivation and co-operation in cotton 
production and consumption, and two 
Students were sent to the USA. to 
make a special study of cultivation 


‘A numer of research offies, labora~ 
tories, grading offices, and cotton 
breeding yards were established, the 
Intier scattered through four prov- 
{nses. Co-operative socities we 
extended and the banks induced to 
give loans to facilitate production and 
‘consumption. Forty of these socie- 
{les were inaugurated with a mem- 
bership of over 23,000 persons, the 
area of cotton flelds under thelr’ con: 
trol being about 300,000 mow. Ap- 
proximately $1,436,000 was loaned by 
the banks, and much machinery was 
purchased and established by the 
societies. During the year they 
transported altogether 28,140 bags of 
cotton weighing 92,718 piculs. 


Objects in View 

‘The plans for 1985 are based on the 
ecterprises undertaken last year. 
‘Those carried out successfully will be 
continued or extended, while those 
carried out without successful results 
will be cut down, or even discon 
tinued.

When 
the Taiyuen arrived in port last week 
fa policeman who was attempting t> 
keep coolies from climbing from 
Sampans into the steamer, inadver- 
tently fell into the water. When 
ese to the surface some coolies hit 
hhim with their bamboo poles so that 
he sank and failed to come up again. 
‘A local detective coming on a thie? 
Jn the act of stealing gave chase. As 
hhe was catching up on him the robber 
turned and stabbed the policeman 
wilh a knife. "Although promptly re- 
moved to hospital he succumbed > 
‘the wounds received. A man caught 
stealing some household ulensils was 
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when he escaped went home and 
hanged himself on a ladder. A guest 
at one of the local hotels after having’ 
passed a hectic night attempted to| 
commit suicide by swallowing opium. 
His condition was realized however,

Silk Prices Low and Crop 
Prospects Bad. 
nose Our Own Commaronoer 


‘Wusih, Kr, June 3. 

The price of cocoons is 50 low, $18 
a picul, that the farmers will not sell 
fs the average price used to be about 
$00. Only one-fourth of the cocoon 
hhongs ‘are open. Due to the searcity 
of eggs, the crop is about 40 per cent, 
‘smaller'than the average, but in view 
of the abnormally low price and the 
consequent refusal of the farmers 19 
sell, this is not especially a mis- 
fortune. The quality of the cocoons 
despite the low price offered, 
better than for many years past. 

‘The wheat crop, which is now 
being harvested, suffered severely 
from a storm last month, and has 
also been affected by insect pests 
whlch, owing to the warm winter, 
were not frozen out. ‘The rice will 
bbe even more affected by these in- 
sect pests than the wheat hag been, 
unless some means of exterminating 
them is found, 


‘The Experimental Farm Station, in 
connection with the Kiangsu Pro- 
vineial Educational College, of whieh 
T have frequently written in the past, 
affords the best hope of help to the 
farmers in its knowledge of and the 
cagerness to disseminate” selentift:

Business is of course 
affected, and altogether the depres- 
sion seems to be very bad in this 
region,

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JAPAN’S PLANS IN THE AIR 


Feverish Activity to Increase Air Force as an Offset 


to Huge Soviet Fleet 


Frost Oun Own 


‘Tokyo, June 7. 

Under the cloak of extraordinary 
secrecy unknown perhaps in _any| 
other country excepting Soviet Rus 
sia—and possibly Germany—Japan's 
fonce obsolete military air force is| 
deing transformed Into a gigantic alr| 
armada rivalling that of any coun 
y-on earth, 

‘The principal reasons for he! 
feverish intensity with whieh this| 
country is building up its _alr| 
strength are sald to be the concentra- 
tion of some 600 Soviet ‘planes, In- 
cluding a good-sized armada of heavy 
bombers, at: Viadivostok, Habarovsk 
and other eitles and towns along the 
Soviet-Manchoukuo border, and the 
so-called “air menace” from the 
United States. 

‘The weakest link in Japan's other- 
wise powerful war machine has al- 
‘ways been ils alr force,  Unfortunate- 
Ay for Japan this is Soviet Russia's 
strongest weapon. Some of the: 
‘world's greatest plane designers are 
Russians and the Soviet heavy bom- 
bers are regarded as belng among| 
‘the most powerful in existence. 

‘According to Japanese military ob- 
servers the Russians have over a 
‘hundred gigantle bombers capable of 
carrying ‘a. ton of high explosives| 
from Viadivestok to Tokyo, dropping 
these over the Japanese capital and 
returning to Soviet territory with- 
out refuelling. 

"Naturally ‘sceptical about its own 
air strength, Japan has watched the 
tremendous ‘advance in ‘plane design, 
engine efficiency and the invention 
of selentifle devices to guide planes 
In pitch darkness and In storms, with| 
considerable misgivings.

1,882. 
‘Very few people oulside of army 


oflleers have ever been inside the 
factories where military planes ate 
being constructed but it ‘is learned 
that’ several new types of highly 
efficient pursuit planes have been 
developed here during the past yea 
‘These, It is claimed, are among the| 
fastesL draft of” thelr type in the 
‘There are two large private aero- 
plane factories to-day, the Nakajima 
‘and the Kawanishi" works. These 
two companies build practically all 
of the army and navy's aircraft arid 
when It is remembered that the army 
and navy buy practically no planes| 
from abroad, their potentialities may 
be Imagined. But no one outside of 
the army and navy know exactly: 
‘how many planes these works turn 
‘out each month. What is more, the 
‘army has only @ rough idea of what

Some years ago) 
the Japanese navy purchased a large 
ying boat from Short Brothers, Lon- 
don, and have derived considerable| 
experience modelling their -planes| 
from this. Several duplicates, in. 
smaller sizes, are understood to have 
been built. 

‘More recently Japan has purchased 
large Douglas transport plane from 
the United Siaies and efforts are be- 





a large number of Junkers, Fokkers| 
‘and other planes have been purchased 
from time to time and, as in all such 
‘eases, these have been used as models 
for the construction of Japanese aic- 
craft. The Japanese, being the ex- 


tellent imitators that they are, it 
‘would not be far wrong to say that 
the planes being bullt in this country, 
at present for the army and navy| 
Incorporate the best features of the} 
world's outstanding alreratt. 

‘Tho present feverish activity in 
bullding was precipitated by the’ 
Soviet war danger and two other 
things: “Japan's experience in the 
fAghting In’ Manchula and Shanghai 
four years ago und the severe critic- 
ism levelled at the government in 
the sessions of the diet during the 
past two years. 


‘Outery Over Insumctency 
‘While no parliamentarian has been 
bold enough to charge the military 
‘alr force with being inefficient, there 
hhas been a loud outery about its in- 
sufficiency. ‘The complaint has been 
that despite the enormous sums placed 
at the disposal of the army and navy 
‘only a small fraction of these fur 
was used to augment the air streng 
‘of the nation although both the army 
‘and navy admit the  inereasing im- 
portance of alr strength in the next 
war. With passage of appropriations | 
amounting to Yen. 48,000,000 for the 
a alr ext br0- 
gramme 
‘ind the ear-marking of Yen 100,000- 
}000 besides this for the army and 
‘¥en 110,000,000 for the navy in the 
regular budget, a vast change is ex- 
pected to take place by the time the

‘The public, moreover, is solidly 
behind the air expansion scheme. 
Evor since the Shanghai incident the 
‘Japanese people have been air- 
minded. This and thelr patriotism 
have enabled the army and navy to| 
buildup thelr air forces consides 
ably. 

Half a hundred planes have already 
been contributed to the Aghting forces 
by "public subscriptions. Most of 
these, of course, were gifts during 
the height of the war-fever three 
years ago, but even to-day children 
in the primary sehools throughout 
the country are saving up tinfoil with 
which to raise funds for more and 
Detter fighting planes. 

No Outstanding Filghts 

A strange thing about the psycho- 
logy of the Japanese people is that 
despite the failure of several civilian 
efforts in’ trans-oceanic and. other 
long hops, and the fact that not o 
single outstanding fight has yet baen 
undertaken, much less accomplished 
by civilian’ fiers comparable to { 
spectacular and daring feats of the| 
airmen of other countries, they repose | 
the utmost canfdence in their army 
and navy fliers. Undoubtedly the 
nation’s best fliers are in the army. 
and navy but the ability of these 
‘men, except in the Shanghai engage- 
meni and a few flights to Formosa, 
Is scarcely suficient to warrant tie 
Slalement that Japanese military| 
pilots can do anything those of other 
countries are capable of doing. 

‘True they are improving in skill 
very rapidly and in time should 
Fank with the world's best. They| 
certainly are sacrificing enough lives| 
and no one Who anything 
‘about Japanese fiers disputes. their 
‘courage or daring. Tt is simply, ac- 
cording to Western observers, ‘that 
the Japanese have not the mechanical 
‘experience, that thelr fliers do no’ 
know enough about machines and 
‘their mechanics ‘not enough about 
fying, to raise them to the level of 
the airmen of the West. A Japanese 
pilot cannot be convinced that an 
‘aeroplane has a soul, a French aero- 
nautical expert who came to Japan 
to train the pilots of this country

Guarantee System Wipes 
‘Out Banditry 
‘Frese Ocx Owe Comesronoert 


‘Tsingkiangpu, Ku, June. 8, 

It is with much pleasure that your 
correspondent is ‘able to xeport that| 
there has been a remarkable change| 
jin conditions in this section in. the| 
last two or three months. Where| 
‘banditry flourished and people were 
carried off for ransom ‘nightly the 
‘entire countryside is now quite. The 
‘methods used to obtain this happy 
result could and should have been 
put into effect years ago but now that 
they have been instituted they prove 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
‘a few determined and efficient off- 
cials can bring peace and quict even 
where bandits have flourished for 
years. 

‘The Guarantee System 


‘The method has been thorough and 
simple and is as follows. “The entire 
‘section—cities, -hsiens and hamlets 
hhave been forced to go back to the 
old guarantee system, one man for: 
‘each ten homes, then one for each 
hundred. This is not a superficial 
‘guaranteeing of individuals but means 
that these head men are responsible 
for the activities of those they 
guarantee, Through this “method a 
number of bandits have been found 
jand executed while others have 
quietly left the country. Tt has also| 
hhad the happy result that those who | 
‘knew of bandits in thelr communities 

wve been able to have them pointed 
‘out to the officlals. ‘The fear of re- 
prisals has largely disappeared with 
‘mest beneficial. results. ‘The fear of| 
bandits has been re 
some respect for and canfidence in 
those in authority. 


‘This Present Peace 1

STARVING PEASANTS 


AS ROCK CARRIERS 


Journey of Six Miles with Stones for New Roads 
Made Nightly for a Few Coppers 


Luchowfu, June 13. 
While people starved, new crops 


was the suffering until they noticed 
that thousands of trees had been 
stripped of thelr bark, which had 
been made into a kind of saw-dust 
cake, to be eaten by human beings. 
‘Only yesterday I was seriously in- 
formed that many people consider the| 
bark of trees a comparatively good 
food—that is, compared with much 
that they have to eat. 

‘And this in the rich, central Anhwel 
district of Luchowfu. 


Rice Supply's Failure 

Why this shortage of food in this 
usually prosperous district? ‘The 
reason is the total failure of the rice 
¢rop last summer on account of 
Grought. ‘The farmers here depend 50 
exclusively on rice for their food 
‘supply during the winter that when it 
falls they have nothing. 

‘About six weeks before the harvest 
was due, Mr. . J. Goulter, who lives 
{mn this city, told Mr. J. E, Baker of 
the need for assistance in this district. 
Mr. Baker immediately informed the 
commission, which acted promptly and | 





‘new | voted $5,000 for a labour reliet project 


in the area, 

Mr. Goulter had declared, that he| 
could get work started on ‘a road- 
making scheme within 24 hours of 
receiving notice that the money was 
available, “Work was actually begun 
the day after receiving the notice and 
7 men were employed. The next 
day there were 275 on the project and 
the following day 750, with 2,500 
rock carriers. 

‘Thon came the deluge. ‘Thousands! 
‘of people applied for work. And they 
all felt badly treated when they 
‘wern told that there was not enough 
work to go round. It seemed as 
though, for every person given. work’ 
and helped, there were hundreds who 
were tured into enemies by 
turned away. 

Rock Carrled Six Miles 

We had made it known that we 
wanted Tock carried from the moun- 
fain six English miles away. At first 
we got a few hundred carriers, then 
ag the news got out, thousands came. 
‘They started out in’ the evening and 
carried all night so that they could 
et a few coppers to buy some food 
for thelr breakfast and take some-

Despite the low prices for 
silk oF cocoons farmers “are still 
loathe to give up raising them. The 
rice, so far, is only about a fourth 
of what it used to be in normal 
times. Cocoon are ‘of high quality 
which is attributed to the dry and 
warm. weather. Further back the 
farmers report a good tea crop, but 
in this case prices have also been 
cut to nearly a quarter of former

Order ‘and system were, however, 
soon introduced and before long

Semblance of efficiency, 

Tt is some satistaciion to know, 
that one is helping thousands _of| 
desperately hungry people. But 
$5,000 does not last long when so many 
fore being fed from it, and we soot 

to cut down and aitempt to Anish 
off the work with a smaller group 
of specially trained workmen, 


‘Two Streets Paved 

Now that we are nearing the end| 
of our effort to feed the hungry, we| 
can begin to estimate the result. Two| 
streets of the city have been paved 
with rock, part of them cobbled and 
part macadamized. Formerly one of 
the streets was little more than a 
stinking cesspool, with the drainage | 
from all the houses poured into the| 
middle of the street, there to remain 
‘until it evaporated.” People had to 
paddle through this filthy mess or else| 
avoid the street altogether. Now this| 
particular street is the best drained, | 
Fock-surtaced street in the town. 

‘Other roads have ‘been bulli out 
{nto the country to assist farmers in 
‘getting their produce into market. All 
of them have been designed with the| 
Idea of providing an example of cheap 
Dut effective rock roads, constructed 
with no expense apart from labour, 
which certainly is plentiful in these 
parts now. 


Summary of Work Done 

Some interesting statistics of this 
project are as follows:—We received 2 
{otal of $0,000 loads of rock with 2 
total weight of over 2,500,000 pounds, 
all of which was carried ‘six English 
miles. ‘In addition to the 30,000 days. 
of Work represented by. this rock 
carrying there were 13,000 days of| 
‘work done in leveling the road and 
aving the rock. 

Tn addition to the road making] 
project a small sum of money was| 
set aside for seed distribution to the| 
farmers. As noted above the famine: 
has been severe here, not because 
there ‘was no rain, nor because the| 
soll is poor—in fact thie is a. rich 
district in spil_potentiality, and the| 
rains have been abundant—but be- 
cause the drought came just ot the 
time when rain was needed for the 
Flee crop. Other erops could have| 
‘been grown but the farmers were not 
Drepared to raise them. 

‘We now wish to demonstrate in a| 
small area the value of other crops, 
‘especially potatoes, turnips, and other| 
garden crops. If” such crops were! 
Planted the farmers would have: 
‘abundance of food even in a season’ 
like the past one. 

‘The Anhwei Provincial Government | 
jhas a small rural reconstruction unit 
organized in this district for the pur- 
ose of aiding the farmers. The seed 
distribution ‘will be done in com 
‘operation with this unit. The seed will 
be distributed to the farmers on. 
‘condition that they plant and cul- 
tivate it according ‘to instructions. 
Certainly much more could be done| 
by way of prevention of future| 
famines by getting the farmer to im-

Kuling is rapidly preparing for a 
big summer season, there are signs 
of activity oa every hand. The num- 
ber of houses, shops, and other build~ 
Ings which have been erected during 
the past few months, far exceeds that 
fof previous years. ‘Those who have 
Visited Kuling previously will notice 
very big change in the native side 
of the Valley, practically all the 
hhouses and shops in the Yao Wah 
have been rebuilt and many added— 
especially noticeable is the new 
market, which has been lald out on 
moder Tines, with stalls for ult, 
vegetables, mnrat ete. 

Severat new bungalows have been 
erected on Sunset Ridge by Chinese 
owners. “The Bank of China has 
purchased a small building in the 
tstate and re-modelled the front of 
same, for their summer office. ‘The 
Shanghsi Commercial and Savings 
Bank already have a very suitable 
‘and commodious building part of 
which is used by the China Travel 
Service, the latter have now taken 
over the supervision of the Kiuklang 
rest house. 

‘The motor road from Kiukiang to 
Lien Hwa ‘Tung is being repaired 
throughout, several awkward corners 
have" been cut off, and the ron 
widened where possible. The motor 
fervice has been taken over from 
June 1 by the Provincial Highway 
Bureau, who are running a service of 
regular buses at reasonable rates, 

‘The transport service is in ‘the 
China Travel Service though there 
are still a few private service coolies.

Schools will be closing in a week or 
so and at each place there will be 
2 summer hotel as formerly.

IN OUTSIDE WATERS 


Affidavit Filed by Former Skipper of Customs 
Speedboat: Japanese Inquiring 


Alleging that a false entry had 
been made by himself in the log of 
the Custems speedboat ‘Kuan Wel, 
purporting to show that the seizure 
of a Japanese motorboat, loaded with 
artiftelal silk allegedly being smuggled 
into China, had taken place within 
territorial waters, when ‘it had act 
tually taken place outside territorial 
limits, Mr. Barend F. Burger, until 
June"? in ‘command’ of the’ Kuan 
Wel, Med an afldavit on ‘Tuesday 
‘morning, June 11, with the Japanese 
Consulate-Generai, 

In brief Mr, Burger stated that the 
selzure had been’ made ve miles 
ast of Amherst Rocks, whic point 
is outside Chinese territorial waters, 
‘and thet many past seizures by 
‘Customs. cruisers had been similarly 
made, Mr. Burger's aMdavit further 
states that, though the motorboat was 
flying no flag, had no name or port 
of registration, he was informed by 
‘members of the crew that it was of 
Japanese ownership and registry. 

Interviewed by a representative of 
the *North-China Herald” last Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Terasaki, Japanese Vice- 
Consul, stated that it was correct that 
such on affidavit had been fled, He 
stated that he had been fled with 
amazement by Mr. Burger's state- 
ments, as falsifeation of a log, and 
especially the log of an official gov- 
ernment. vessel, was an extremely 
serious charge. 

In discussing the whole question 
Mr, Terasaki pointed out that a big 
problem existed which could not be 
folved ‘without considerable investi- 
gation. “This problem concerned the 
‘Ownership of the motorboat which, it 
‘was alleged, had been illegally seized, 
He pointed out that with no. papers, 
no name, no port of registration, and 
‘no fag, it was Impossible for anyone 
to say whether or not the boat was 
Japanese owned, or Chinese owned, 
‘and it was further impossible to make 
any surmises as to. its ownership, 
though the eargo was Japanese, from 
Dalen, ‘Though Mr. Burger had 
stated that the vessel's crew had in- 
formed him that the owners were 
Japanese, this did not, in Mr. 
‘Terasakl’s opinion, form 'r y_ proof 
‘on which even a’ surmise could be 
based.

Police Hold Valuables from 
Chefoo for Inquiries 


Suspected of being a portion of the| 
valuables stolen from Messrs 
Sennet Freres jewellery store, 75 
Nonking Road, in the daring robbery 
committed by three foreigners on 
May 15° last, approximately $20,000 
worth of jewels are being detained 
by the S. M. Police for detailed 
investigations. 

‘The jewels were found at Chefoo 
‘with the astisiance of the Customs 
authorities there after information had 
been received in Shanghal that the 
Russian proprietor of a Minghong 
Road jewellery store here had. sent 
fe the northern port a parcel con- 
taining jewels. 

Permission to hold the jewels was 
‘obtsined by the Police from the Chi 
nese judicial authorities on Tues 
day morning, June 11. Mr. Paul 
Y.” Ru, Assistant Municipal Ad- 
voeate,’ on behalf of the Police, 
applied “to Judge Feng. of the 
First Special District Court for the 
detention of the jewels in order, Mr. 
Ru said, to enable the management 
of Messis. Sennet Freres to examine 
them and to ascertain whether they 
were part of the stolen property. The 
application was granted by the Judge. 

‘The robbery at Messrs. Sennet 
Freres was committed shortly after 
noon. The foreigners involved were 
all armed with pistols. They entered 
the premises, bound the assistant 
‘manager and three Chinese clerks 
with wire, and eseaped with the loot, 
the total value of whieh was estimated 
at more than $200,000. The leader of 
‘the robbers was a tall, blonde, well 
dressed man of about 35. A reward 
‘of $20,000, or ten per cent. of the loss,

NEW TRANSLATION OF 
CODES 


Council Publishes Work of 
Legal Department 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council has 
published a book in English entitled 
“The Chinese Criminal Code and 
Special Criminal and Administrative 
Laws,” containing translations of most 
of the Chinese criminal and ad- 
ministrative laws applied by the Chi- 
nese courts in the Settlement. ‘This 
book was prepared by the Legal De- 
partment for the special use of the 
Shanghai Munictpal Council and ite 
seivants. The translations were mady 
by Mr. R.T Bryan, Jr, the Municipal 
‘Advocate, and the’ book was printed 
by the Municipal Gaol Printing De- 
partment. ‘The book contalns: 

(1), ‘The New Criminal Code of the 
Reoublie “of “China,” promulgated ‘on 
January 1.1905, and which goes. Into 
Torce as from July 1, 1958. 

(2). Law Governing the Enforcement 
of the Criminal Code, promulgated by

(3). The Law Governing the Punish-

(4). The Opium Suppression Law. 

(5). Regulations for the Restriction of 
Guns.

(GD. Law of Pensities for Breaches 
of Police Regulations. 

(8). A 'Memocandum containing ex. 
certs from a number of Miscellaneous

material contained in the book readily 
accessible. 
‘The old Criminal Code was trans 
lated by Mr. S. L- Burdett, British 
Consul, and Judge Lone Liang. but 
ths volume contained only a trans- 
lation of the code itself. ‘The present 
book is believed to be the only one 
in which translations of the Criminal 
Code and other special laws are 
Printed together jn one volume.

CHINESE VOLUNTEERS 
FROM SOVIET 


104 Men Under Wang Teh- 
lin Arrive in 9s. Sever 


Several still donning the leather 
jackets with which the well-equipped 
Mukden soldiers were provided prior 
to the Japanese occupation of Man- 
churia, a party of 102 Chinese ex: 
volunteers, under the command of 
two officers, arrived in Shanghai by 
the ss. Sever on Tuesday, ume 
11, “from Viadivostok, whither 
they had been driven’ after be- 
ing defeated in Kirin by the Japan- 
ese-Manchoukuo combined forces, 
‘The ss. Sever, which carried 
the Chinese Ambassador to the So- 
viet, Dr. W. W. Yen, and the famous 
Chinese’ actor, Mr. Met “Lan-fang. 
from Shanghai to Siberia recently, 
arrived off Pootung early in the 
morning and the party of Chinese 
volunteers, who are now left in a 
destitute condition, were landéd at 
the Customs Jetty. 

Before the arrival of the as. Sever, 
local Chinese authorities had been 
informed by consular officials in 
Siberia, so representatives from the 

and Woosung Garrison 
Commissioner's office, and the Shang 
hai Public Safety Bureau, were at the 
Customs Jetty when the ex-Kirin 
volunteers landed. 

Some of them carrying hot water 
pols, others with umbrellas, but none 
having rifles or other. firearms, the 
ex-Kirin soldiers spent thelr tiMn- 
time Jn the Customs shed until at 3 
bm. two boats secured by the Public 
Safety Bureau came alongside - the 
Jelty. The ex-volunteers boarded 
hem, a roll-call was made, and. the 
rly taken ta the Nantao Bund, 
where they were landed nnd taken 
over by the Public Safety Bure 
authorities, “It was. stated that day 
that they “would be sent back to 
their respective native provinces, as 
some are from Honan, Chibli, ete, 

‘A. representative ot the “North. 
China Herald” interviewed several 
of the ex-volunteers, who ‘stated 
that they were formerly in the 
army. After the Mukden event, they 
were under the volunteer leader, Gen. 
Wang Teh-lin, and fought the com: 
bined forces of Japanese and Man- 
choukuo troops Yor several years 
Until ast year, when they were driven 
across the Manchoukuo border and 
entered Soviet territory, There they 
were disarmed and kept under sur- 
veillance in a place to the north of 
Vladivostok for almost a year, during 
which time they were provided with 
food by the Soviet authorities, "The 
‘men sald they were not of a group 
of volunteers who, after leaving Man- 
churia, went to Siberia and fnally 
proceeded to Sikiang Province. 

It was learned that the return of 
these ex-volunteers from the Soviet 
hhad been made possible through tho 
arrangements of Chinese consular of

CHINESE MURDERED 
ON FRENCH BUND 


Wealthy Young Man Shot 
on Arrival from Ningpo 





Shot by a mysterious assassin, 
jwealthy young Chinese was killed on 
the French Bund, a short distance 
from Avenue Edward VIT, at 650 am 
last Wednesday. He had, but a few 
minutes before, stepped off the Chi 
Navigation Co. ss. Hsin Peking, in 
which he had travelled from Ningpo, 
‘The dead man was identified by 
the French Police as Mr. Tsu Ziang- 
Seng, aged 21, a native of Zaoching, 
whose “address was 666 Tlendon 
Road.

Unreserved ‘Tribute 


‘The present Government of China 
by reason of ils efforis to advance 
the economic welfare of the people 
and fo secure unification deserved the 
support of every decent citizen and 
interested in preserving! 
fon. ‘That was Mr. Cameron 
Forbes’ parting message to the com- 
pany at the dinner given at the Park 
Hotel on Monday by the members of| 
the American Economie Mission» ia 
honour of their Chinese friends. 

‘Mr. Forbes explained that his Mis- 
sion, greatly though it had covered 
the ground, could not pretend to have 
got to grips with the real China in| 
the space of two months.

China could profit thereby 
in that she had virtually virgin soit 
on which to build up, at a compar- 
atively low cost, the necessary nel 





















































‘work of communications for develop- 
ing her economic life: railways, high- 
ways, feeder roads, canals and air- 
ways—they all ame into the picture. 
What was needed was a sclentific in- 
vestigation of the whole problem of 
China's communication so. that “2 
well-co-ordinated scheme could be 
devised. 

‘The other thought which Mr. 
Forbes wished to leave with his guests 
as he said “Thank You" to China 
was that of recognition of the real 
achievements of the Government of| 
China in recent years. That Govern-

the world over.

Under direction of Mr. Wellwood 
E, Beall, Far Eastern representative 
of the Boeing Company, the ‘plane 
piloted by Mr. Julius Bars, personal 
pilot tothe "Young Marshal," took off 
from Lunghwa aerodrome on four 
trips of half an hour each.

Printing Machines Unearthed

Herbert Forbes Henningsen

‘mark last year in April to undergo 
treatment under a famous professor 
there, but never recuperated. Herbert 
Henningsen ‘was a son of Mr. J. 
Henningsen who for about 30 years— 
from ‘the seventies and until he 
retired (0 Denmark’ in 1900—was 
General Manager of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Co. in China, and 
‘a well-known figure in the interna- 
tional society of Shanghai in the 
eighties and nineties, his charming 
daughters mareying prominent mem- 
bers of the Shanghai banking and 
commercial world. 

After being educated in Denmark, 
Herbert Henningsen entered the ser- 
vice of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Co. and arrived in Shanghai in 1896. 
With the exception of two short 
visits to Europe in 1920 and 1992, 
he stayed in China until last year. 
In his early days in Shanghai he was 
@ member of the Light Horse, $.V.C. 
‘and never lost his love for the Mongol 
ony, later on becoming one of the 
Dest riders in north China, who with 
his own ponies brought home first 
prices and won many Champions at 
the Peking and Tientsin race courses. 

In 1904 Mr. Henningsen entered the 
service of the Chinese Telegraph 
Administration and was for sever: 
years foreign Superintendent at the 
Peiping Chinese "Felegraph, station, 
His: private residence was in Tsung 
Pu Hu Tung, the back door opening 
into the street of the Foreign Office, 
where Yuan Shity Kal took up hi 
abode when, on the commencement 
of the vevolt agairkt the Manchu 
dynasty, Yuan was recalled to 
Peiping, ‘That February night when 
the troops revolted and burned and 
looted Peiping, Yuan's high officials, 
Liang Shih-yi and Sun Pao-chi, sought 
shelter with Mr. Henningsen and 
stayed with him ‘for a couple of 
‘months, 

Shortly after the establishment of 
the republic, Mongolia severed con- 
nections with China and swore death 
to all Chinese in Mongolia. Mr. 
Henningsen and an old friend of his, 
a Scot named Mr. Grant, formerly 
employed by the Eastern’ Ex'cnsion 
‘Telegraph Co. in Peiping, we! on a 
(cur of inspection to the telegraph 
offices dotted along the~ Peipins 
Kiachta telegraph line which cor 
ected China with Europe through, 
the Gobi dessert, At one of these 
small stations Mr. Grant was left 
while “Mr. Henningsen went on. 
Rumours reached him that Me. Grant 
and some Chinese had been taker 
prisoner by the Mongolian Chief 
‘Murenga. “On his return to Peiping, 
Mr. Henningsen at once formed .a 
eliet party consisting, besides him: 
self, of Mr. Giles of the “Peking and 
Tientsin Times” and the Swedish Dr 
‘T. Wulf, who later succumbed during 
a'tour of exploration in Greenland. 

The party went into Mongolia, was 
taken prisoner by Murenga’s soldiers 
and brought to his camp. Here 
they were brought before Murenga 
whom Mr. Henningsen charged with 
having kilied Mr. Grant. This was 
denied, but during a stroll cound the 
camp, Mr. Henningsen recognized 
Grant's Chinese cart, also his saddle, 
‘stlemups and pipe, and heard rumours 
confirming Grant's death. 

Tt seems that after Grant end the 























Chinese he was escorting back to 
China had been taken prisoners they 


were brought before Murenga, who 
told Grant that he could pass on un- 
harmed but would have to leave the 
Chinese behind and that they would 
be shot. Grant refused to leave 
without the Chinese and was there- 
‘upon also shot. After learning these 
facts Mr, Henningsen and _ party 
escaped. "Protests were lodged with 
the Mongolian Government at Urea, 
Murenga’ was ordered to eppear 
before the Living Buddha at Urea, 
but refused to do'so, An army Ww: 
sent against him. After being de- 
feated Murengs was taken and sent 
8s prisoner to Urga but froze to 
catty on the way. 

In 1915 Me, Henningsen on behalf 
of the Chinese Telegraph Administra. 
tion carried through some negoti 
tions with the Mongolian Government 
‘at Urga and was created a Duke by 
the Living Buddha, an honour he 
shared—as far as known—only with 
Mr, Larsen. 

‘Mr. Henningsen was a great relator: 
of stories and, having lived through, 
so many and’ stirring episodes and 
‘met many different people, he had 
great fund to draw from. His old 
friends will recall summer evenings 
in his big courtyard when long chairs 
were drawn up and “Henny” was. 
in the right story telling | mood. 
During the great war he offered his 
services to Great Britain but as he 
‘was not of British nationality he 
was notadmitted. His younger brother 
who had joined up in Canada fell 
as officer in Flanders. Mrs. Herbert 
Henningsen who was home at the 
time when war broke out also offer~ 
ed her services and did war work 
{in the Air Force all through the wa 

Mr. Henningsen was a prominent 
mason and, it is believed, was one of 
the founders of the Peiping Lodge. 
He leaves a host of feiends behind 
him, not only in China but amongst 
his" old associates now living in 
Europe who extend their sincere 
sympathy to Mrs. Henningsen and his 
son, Mr. Forbes Henningsen, in Amo;

Mr. Gubbay's Disapprovat 

Before the latter resolution was 
assed, Mr. Gubbay rose and said 
he wished 10 express hig strony diap- 
proval of having the directurs of 
trust and Joan companies on the 
boards of other companies. He sald 
that, trust companies owned large 
blocks of shares, were practically 
‘omnipotent, and could exercise enot~ 
mous voting powers without the con- 
sent of shareholders. He said that 
the trust companies wore dealers in 
shares, therefore why place a direc- 
tor of'a trust company on the board 
of this company. 

‘Mr. Gubbay aiso objected to elect 
ing a director who would be absent 
from Shanghai from four to. six 
months each year. He questioned 
whether a man could be a director of 
fifteen or twenty companies, ‘mostly 
with different interests, and could 
find sulficient time for each. He sald 
he had heard of supermen, but had 
hot heard the name applied to diree- 
tors of, Shanghai companies. 

Mr. Soyka said he endorsed what 
Mr. Gubbay had said. “He considered 
it made a very bad impression when 
directors used the proxies from thelr 
trust companies. He said this must 
be stopped. The chairman here in- 
terrupted and, calling Mr. Soyka to 
order, cbjected to the remark that 
the directors of trust companies 
would use their voles against the 
Interests of the share holders. 

Mr. Soyka alluded to the last meet- 
ing of the New Engineering Com- 
pany, but his remarks were ruled out 
Of. order. 

‘The resolution was then put to the 
meeting and carried.

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GOLD SYSTEM FALLAICIES 
Effects on Purchasing Power

Suy—Depression in the economic 
sense of the word implies a distur- 
bance of the relationship ‘between 
Production and purchasing power 
whereby ‘this latter is destroyed to 
fan extent as not being able to absorb 
the total actual production, 

It fs stated on good authority that 
“the sum total of the remuneration 
received by all those participating in 
the process of production is equal 
to the ‘ole value of what is pro- 
duced.” In other words: purchasing 
Power created through production 
will always balance or absorb pro- 
duction. This ‘means of course pro- 
vided the relationship between. them 
ig not disturbed through outside in- 
lerference. ‘The remuneration. in- 
cludes the value of the goods them: 
selves as well as the profit to the 
enterpriser and to the distributor, 
Should for one reason or another 
these values diminish a corresponding 
amount of purchasing power is 
destroyed. 

‘The equilibrium between produc- 
tion and. purchasing power may be 
isturbed ‘according ‘as the mass 
psychology favours consumption or 
‘saving. “Should the tendency to save 
Increase this will manifest itself in 
a reduced demand for commodities 
and a consequent lowering of thelr 
prices. ‘This phenomenon may be 
correcied through an adjustment of 
the bank rates of interest as long as 
the medium of exchange is in a 
certain controlled ratio to production 
in general. Saving is production not 
‘yet consumed. 

Mankind to-day Is confronting more 
far-reaching issues where bank Yates 
cannot effect the required remedy. Tt 
Js not the saving that has caused the 
fallin prices, but Governmental 
operations as an afler-effect of the 
World-War taxing the available gold- 
supplies to an extent that has forced 
the ‘price of gold, compared to 
of commodities, io a height never 
experienced before. Since every 
saving under a gold system Is con 
vertible into gold, it was but natural 
under the circumstances that an un~ 
usual tendency” to save should 
manifest itself with a proportionate 
reduced demand for goods. The 
effects of saving on the fall in prices 
is therefore incidental to the increase 
fn, the price of fold. 

"The reduced demand for goods ave 
to the increase in the price of gold 
deprived the enterpriser as well as the 
distributor of part of the remunera~ 
Mion which in the ordinary course of 
events should have established the 
balance between production and pur- 
chasing power. ‘The result was a 
fall in the prices of goods and a cor~ 
responding loss of purchasing power. 
‘This will be clear from the following 
example: 10,000 enterprisers caleulat= 
‘Ing to collect for themselves and their 
distributors a” total of 200,000,000 
money units (20,000 each) find 
themselves having to be satisfied 
with 100,000.00, money units 
(10,000. each) it they — want 
to ‘dispose of their goods. Sup- 
posing that these seme enterprigers 
In the ordinary course of business 
were absorbing the total production 
among themselves it would not make 
any difference whether this exchango 
take place at the rate of 2 to 1 or 1 
to 1." The result would anyhow be 
the ‘some. Production would have 
been distributed arid all. the enter 
prisers would have fulfiled thelr 
“financial” obligations. Under a Gold 
System the distribution of goods be- 
comes a somewhat more complicated 
problem. 

Every little transaction in tho 
machinery of distribution has to be 
effected via gold. Before the total 
distribution is effected gold is over 
resent facilitating or hampering the 
‘exchange as will suit the interests 





























behind gold.’ A hampering of the ex- 
change of commodities and. services 
manifests igelf in a fall in the prices 





as compared to gold. Some attri 
this phenomenon to over-produetioi 
1 overlook this as no generation has 
so’ far experienced what overprodue~ 
tion means. The situation in which 
humanity finds itself to-day is solely 
due to the vageries of gold and the 
interests behind It 

‘We revert to olir example. Since 
human lack of foresight has retained 
Gold in the picture the interests of 
gold have to be satisfied before the 
distribution is allowed to be con 
pleted. ‘The enterprisers will there- 
fore have to look round and mobilize 
gold or values to the extent of 100, 
{90,000 money units, all at the discre- 
Vion of gold-interests, before the 
enterpriser becomes a qualified con- 
sumer. Whether these —100;000,000 
money units are found or not, they 
represent purchasing power irrevoc- 
ably lost either to the enterpriser oF 
the bank “financing” him should he

Regarding the dogs destroyed for 
the Medical Schools it should be ex- 
plained that the City authorities of 
Greater Shanghai supply _ medical

destroying all injured and diseased: 
dogs, and bitches in pup.

Destruction however, is only a pal- 
ative, We need foreigners awake to 
thelr responsibilities as animal own- 
ers to exert proper supervision 
over any pets, to prevent 
thelr indiscriminate breeding and 
to be responsible for the proper 
disposal of their unwanted animal 
We reatly need funds to print liter-

Complete Sweep by Active Rowing Membership of 
j 





e Men Sequel to 


‘The complete sweep by the Nor- 
wegisns of all the coveted  inter- 
national trophies at the Shanghai 
Rowing Club's spring regatta’ may 
have appeared to many as the outcome 
of a combination of luck and good 
fortune in. the selection of, material 
‘ob thelr disposal which was developed 
into form and efficiency during the 
course of the six weeks of training 
prior to the regatta, To those who 
hold the above opinion, it may come 
tus 0 surprise to learn that the glorious 
success of Norway was in no way due 
fo luck but was the result of five 
years of concentrated training; five 
Years of slow. enrolment of new 
members trom the small Norwegian 
community of Shanghai; five years in 
which the Norwegians have faced dis- 
appointments and setbacks with 
‘conmendable courage, and have ac- 
cepted such victories’ as have come 
thelr way with admirable modesty. 

Interviewed by the “North-China 
Herald,” Mr, 0. Thoresen stated 
that he joined. the Shanghal Rowing 
Club jn 1896 while Mr. HH. J. Wallem 
‘was elected. in 1897. ‘These two 
gentlemen, both old Shanghai resi- 
dents, were among the earliest of the 
Norwegian members of the Shang) 
Rowing Club. Asked whether the 
Norwegians of his day were ever 
able to enter representatives in the 
international series, Mr. ‘Thoresen 
replied that they never had sufficient 
malesial with ‘which to form a. crew 
find that his contemporary fellow 
nationals therefore took part in club 
taces for which they were eligible. 
Mr, ‘ioresen further remarked with 
lunaffected ‘pride that he had In his 
home in Norway no. less than’ ten 
rowing trophies which he had won 
in local regattas almost 40 years ago 
and that he particularly treasured the 
cup presented to him as stroke of

Present Rowing Men 

Bearing these facts in mind, it will 
bo of interest to trace the brief his- 
tory of the present day active Nor- 
wogions of the Shanghai Rowing 
Club, "In 1930 A. Thoresen and G. von 
Krogh were elected members and in 
the spring of the following year, two 
additional Norwegians joined’ the 
club, Finn Berge and 7. Thowsen, 
‘Those four Norwegians promptly took 
a keen interest in rowing, formed a 
erew, and won their griffin race ot the 
1921 | spring regatta, while at the 
oulumn regatta of ‘that year they 
captured the junior fours, the junior 
pairs (iwo aces) and he junior~ 
Senior fours. Another new Nor- 
Wwegian member who joined the local 
rowing world around that time was 
K. M. Getz, who has since proved 
himself not ‘only a capable oar but 
emicient cox aswell. 

‘Towards the latter part of 1931 and 
‘early in 1982 two further Norwegians 
took up rowing, U. P. Beichman and

BRADDOCK TAKES TITLE 
FROM MAX BAER 


New York, June 14, 
‘One of the most sensational results 
in the history of boxing occurred to- 
night when James J. Braddock, who ; 
only a year ago was an obscure lorry- 
Griver, wrested the world's heavy- 
‘weight title from Max Baer, whom 
he outpointed in 15-round’ contest 
slaged at the Madison Square Garden 
Bowl, in Long Island. 

‘The boxing world was staggered by | 
the victory of Braddock, a 20-year-old 
Irish-American known as “the Jersey| 
“Thunderbolt.” whose aspiration to th 
heavyweight title had. caused bot 
‘Baer and his maneger, Ancil Hoffman, 
much merriment,

‘There was tremendous excitement 
at the @nish. Even policemen and 
‘cameramen fell over each other as! 
they clambered into the ring while 
the 40,000 people present yelled 
themselves hoarse. 7 

‘There was an incident at the end 
of the 12th round, when one of 
Braddock's seconds leapt into the 
ring and threatened Baer for hitting 
afer the bell.

‘There is no evidence before me that 
the company in making an attempt to| 
obey the regulation, have suffered the 
calamities. foretold’ by Mr. Ewing. 
‘There is no evidence before me that 
the company’s passengers are unruly. 
and unmanageable. ‘The evidence of 
‘Mr, Shotter Is of an isolated Incident 
with a novelty omnibus and is net 
(proof that tramear passengers are un- 
manageable, Reports contained in the 
Municipal Gazette’ of November 13, 
1931, and November 27, 1931, of the 
deliberations of a committee of the 
SMC. and the opinion expressed by 
the chairman of that committee are 
not evidence of the fact, which the 
defence seek to prove, that the re- 
gulation ‘cannot be obeyed by. the 
defending company. ‘The fact that 
the company has disobeyed the re- 
ulation with impunity during. the:

There is no evidence before me to 
show that the defendant company did 
/not wilfully disobey the regulation in 
‘any of the four cases: 

‘The Registrar concluded the case 
by saying he found the defendant 
‘company guilty on each of the four 
charges. ” ‘The penalty, he sald in 
view of the fact that it was the frst 
prosecution for a number of years. 
would be $15 on each charge. 

Prosecuting counsel then rose and 
asked for costs under Article 67, sub-| 
atticle 1 of the China Order in Coun- 
cil, and the Registrar ruled that the| 
defendant company should pay $20 
towards the costs in respect of all 
four charges. 


Bus Co. Overerowding Case

Tt was weighed, pas 
sengers put In it, and the number of 
Passengers to be carried was Axed 
by the two parties. 

‘Counsel added that, so far as the 
Prosecution was aware, there had| 
been no complaint since 1923, when 
the present traffic regulation’ came 
Into foree, of unreasonableness on the 
art of the authorities. 

Police officers, witnesses for the 
prosecution, were then called to give 
evidence of overcrowding in the four 
‘buses mentioned in the charges, and| 
their figures tallied with the number| 
mentioned by the prosecution in each 














case, 
‘The two witnesses both stated that 
the authorized number’ allowed, 
sented and standing, was clearly, 


painted on the front near side of| 
‘each of the buses. 

When the conductors were informed| 
fone replied, “I cannot help i” and| 
ancther “Office hours.” ‘The other! 
two made no comment that — was| 
noticed by the witnesses. 

Mr. Lipson Ward reserved his 
ceross-examination of the witnesses. 

Insp. R. Taylor, one of whose duties 
is to test all new buses put on the| 
road, said when the Bus Co. applied| 
for the registration of a new venicl 
the procedure was for a test 10 be| 
carried out first. ‘The company stated 
the number of passengers they con- 
‘sidered the vehicle could carry. ‘The 
‘bus was then weighed, and flied to 
the named capacity with policemen. 

‘These men were later weighed and 
Provided their grass weight did not! 
exceed the weight allowed by the 
makers, the bus was passed for public| 
use. The suggested number of pas-| 
sengers, Insp. Taylor sald, was made 
by the ‘company. 

‘Mr. Lipson Ward then asked for an 
adjournment for a week. Counse!

THE U.S. SILVER 


PURCHASES ACT 


Policy Adopted Due to Political Exigencies and 
: Nothing Else : 
+ Phone On Own Comesrowset 


‘Washington May 15. 

Tt has become almost a common- 
place these days to complain about 
the chaotic condition of the New 
Deal, to grumble that itis not somuch 
‘a new deal asa collection of new ideas, 
many of them contradictory, to point 
‘out that the Administration which 
talks most of “planning” is the one 
which practices it least, Sometimes 
‘the light of criticism is turned most 
fiercely on the agricultural pro- 
gramme in which corp restriction 
oes hand in hand with reclamation 
and flood control, withdrawal of 
morginal lands from cultivation with 


times on foreign trade in which the 
Secretary of State Mr. Cordell Hull 
‘and the Special Adviser to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Peek, openly advocate 
diametrically opposed policies, the 
latter believing in bilateral bargaln- 
ing treaties the former in the uncon- 
ditional most-favoured nation coneep- 
tion, “Nowhere has the confusion and 
uncertainty been greater than in the 
monetary field where, as the Secret- 
ary of the Treasury himself boasted, 
‘the Administration’ operated on 

twenty-four hour basis and it is on 
this “aspect of the Administration's 
policy that criticism has recently con- 
centrated to such an extent that the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury made one 
of his rare appearances before the 
microphone to make his defense. 

Gold Purchase Failure 

He had much that was interesting, 
to say on the impregnable position 
of the dollar sitting atop its eight 
Dillion dollar gold reserve but very 
ite on the even more absorbing 
tople of the Administration's: silver 
policy. During the Autmn of 1933 the 
Administration's gold polley was the 
‘confusing factor. Nobody was quite 
certain what the objective of. the 
Administration was except perhat 
Professor George Warren and he 
nover told anyéne. ‘The general idea, 
however, appears to have been to run 
up the price of gold in order to raise 
prices. The gold purchase polley 
failed and the President admitted at 
fone of his Press Conferences that it 
hhad been a failure, ‘The topie he was 
discussing when he made the admis- 
sion was a plan of a little group of 
senators to pass a silver purchase act. 
If our gold purchase programme did 
no good said the President then it 
seems certain that a silver purchase 
Programme will do even less goo 

nt it was clear disliked 
Purchase Act but as it 
r that there was con- 
siderable Congressional strength be. 
hind it he finally’ accepted it. in 
form which would allow some latitude 
to the Administration in carrying it 
out. 

‘Tho full effect of the Silver Pur- 
chase Act of 1983 as not realized 
‘until when it was some ten months 
old the ‘Treasury increased the price 
of newly mined silver to a little 
more than 71 cents an ounce, Then 
it was realized that the Government's 
‘buying of foreign silver had pushed 
up the price till a point had been 
reached when the Treasury was in 
danger of having to pay more for 
Foreign silver than “it paid for 
domestic silver. ‘The Chinese 
‘Minister had been paying frequent 
calls at the State Department for some 
time to protest against the damage 
the silver purchases were doing his 
country but the attention of the 
‘American public “had not been 
attracted. The speclative flurry which 
the Increased government price 
caused and the currency famine in 
Mexico the United States southern 
neighbour succeeded where protests 
from China failed. Tt was realized 
that the Treasury was obliged by the 
Silver Purchase Act to buy silver 
until its silver reserves were one 
quarter of its total bullion reserve 
for until the price had risen to $1.29 
’n ounce. Tt was further realized 
that the Treasury was taking this ob- 
gation seriously despite the fact that 
the Act had specified no length of 
time in which the objective must be 
eoched. 

‘An Ironieal Claim 

‘There was a new speculative furry 
bared on the anticipated proclama- 
lion of a domestic price of $1.29 
which it was felt would be followed 
by a similar rise in the world price. 
But while the Treasury never allows 
Hiselt to be influenced by foreign 
clomcur in carrying out its purposes 
it has never regarded the speculator 
who attempted to profit from govern- 
ment operations with any ‘favour. 
‘The goal of silver at $1.29 the ounce 
‘must still be considered the Treasury 
‘objective but in reaching that goal 
the ‘Treasury operations will be con- 
ducted in a manner likely to give the 































































least advantage possible to foreign 
silver speculators. 

‘The United States launched upon 
fits silver policy ironically enough | 
with the claim that it was carrying 
Out one of the resolutions of the 
London Economic Conference. Senator 
Pittman, one of the delegates, hailing 
from the silver producing State ol 
Nevada managed to secure just before 
the close of the Conference a silver 
agreement the object of which, 30 1° 
was announced at the time, was to 
stabilize the price of silver. The 
silver producing countries agreed 10) 
absorb the production of their re- 
spective mines up to a stated amount 
‘and the countries which had. been 
selling silver from accumulated 
slocks agreed to limit their foreign 
sales. America guaranteed to pur- 
chase at least 24421,410-ounces more 
than her total production for the 
previous year which was nearer 24,- 
000,000. A ‘burden had been laid on 
the Federal Government but Senator 
Pittman had indisputably benefitted 
the State of Nevada and other silver 
producing States, 


Sop to Silver Bloc 


In December 1933 the President 
threw a sop to the silver bloc in 
Congress by agreeing to buy up thelr 
silver at 646 cents the ounce, about 
50 per cent. higher than the world 
price, explaining that this was done 
in accordance with the international 
‘aureement signed by 63 nations at 
London. Having tasted blood the 
silver bloc became avid for -more. 
‘Their pleas, however, were put on 
high plane. ‘They were anxious to 
help the toiling masses of China and 
India The President put up a show 
of resistence. He even went so far 
fs to publish a list of those holding 























that an explanations other than that 
of pure altruism would account for 
he attitude of many of the silver 
lee. 

Among the holders for example 
was Father Coughlin’s organization 
which was then as now one of the 
biggest nancial lobbies in the 
country. Finally, however, he gave 
way and made’ the best political 
capital he could out of the situation, 
by himself taking the initiative and 
sending a message to Congress re- 
questing legislation which was later 
arsed 1e Silver purchase Act, 
and signed June 19.

Of @ guilty conscience have, however, 
iven birth to a theory that the policy 
was part of a deep and subtle plot 
to bring England to her senses and 
foree her to come to a stabilization 
‘ageeement on American terms. ‘This 
“silver club* theory ig based on the 
‘supposition that should the ‘world 
rice of silver be sent up to around | 
‘$1.08 an ounce it would become pro- 
Atable to melt down the Indian rupee 
silver coinage and sell the bullion 
gather than pass the coins at thelr 
face value. “Raising the price of 
silver will raise the price of the 
‘Tupee in terms of sterling so long as 
sterling is not tied to gold,” runs one 
explanation of this assumed plan. 
“If the price of sliver rise above one 
dollar an ounce the traditional con 
ception of the bullion content of the 
Tupee being about half its. sterling’ 
Velue will be smashed and the rupee 
will ‘run {ts own course upward, 
India's export trade will vanish and 
its internal economy be disrupted — 
unless the gold value of sterling Is 
raised”. In othor words rising silver 
‘means “a ising rupee whielr will 
compel England to raise the gold 
Value of the pound and seek stabiliza- 
tion at the old parity of $4.86! 

‘The Secretary of the Treasury, in 
one of his rare speeches on American 
monetary policy on May 13 had a 
great deal to say on the United 
States Gold policy and on the need 
for international stabilization "but 
very little to say on the Government's 
silver policy.

usefulness es a monetary metal. It 
is the money of a large part of the 
‘world’s population” was the sum total 
of his remarks. 

He did, however, attempt to justify 
the accumulation of gold and silver 
in the ‘Treasury and meet the charge 
that it was “sterilized” there. In the 
irst place he declared that though 
American stocks had gone up so had 
world production and secondly added 
a little aggressively that it was bette 
to accumulate metallic stocks than to 
accumulate defaulted debts.

Preparations are going forward for 
a rather bigger set of training opera- 
tions than those usually associated 
with the summer and autumn, 
troops of the Aldershot Command are

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RUSH ROLLING 
‘By Tumasvitus 


Seven hundred and twenty years 
ago to-day King John of England 
was recovering from a tempera 
mental display, because the day 
before he had completed one of the 
most outstanding pieces of English 
Mterature. Not that he wanted to, 
but when one is faced with a lot 
of bold bad men, leaning on long 
swords and telling one what will 
happen if their wishes are not met, 
what is a poor King to do? So 
John affixed his seal to Magna 
Carta and then rolled amongst the 
rushes on the floor at Runnymede, 
—at least that is what some histo- 
rians say,—foaming at the mouth, 
saying a lot of naughty things about 
the barons who, fortunately for him, 
though perhaps unfortunately for 
his kingdom, were not there to hear 
what he said, for barons were apt 
in those days actively to resent a 
Uttle personal abuse while as for 
eblique references to ancestry they 
‘became positively murderous. He 
was a wretched fellow was John. 
He did not play square with his 
father or his brother Richard, of the 
Lion Heart, who forgave him and 
secured his succession to the throne, 
he murdered little Arthur who by 
the law of primogeniture had 9 
better claim to the crown while 
for his subjects, John merely looked 
upon them asa source of wealth, 
to be completely squeezed dry of 
money, and then squeezed a little 
more to make sure there was 
nothing left, At least that is what 
things looked like when John 
started a quarrel with the Church. 
There he met his match. It did not 
matter what the barons thought of 
thelr monarch, but when the clergy 
would place ‘the land under an 
interdict, and deprive the people of 
the consolations of their religion, 
when they took sides with the dis~ 
contented nobility and endowed 
thelr rebéllious conduct with the 
inetity of religious support John 
found himself in for a thin time, 








But Kings who do not behave 
themselves do not deserve anything 
but a thin time and John got it, 
Probably if he had left the Church 
‘alone he might have ended his 
sixteen years of inglorious reign in 
peace, but when the Archbishopric 
‘of Canterbury became vacant, John 
and Pope Innocent III got into a 
Aittle bickering as to who should be 
offered the post. John contended 
that the office was within his gitt, 
while Innocent, supported by his 
clergy contended that the selection 
of the Archbishop was a matter 
purely for the Church, ‘The quarrel 
‘was settled in 1213 with the ap- 
pointment of the papal nominee, 
Stephen Langton, and for a time 
John was relieved of trouble from 
that quarter. Not for long, how- 
ever, for the struggle with the 
barons proceeded apace and within 
a couple of years the clergy 
were again siding with the 
barons who put the screws on their 
King and eventually persuaded him 
to drop in for a quiet chat in a 
meadow between Staines and 
Windsor called Runnymede. There 
he was presented with Magna Carta 
14 told gently but very firmly to. 
ign along the dotted line, which he 
did and then went into the display 
of temper reference to which opens 
this article. It is a human fa 
that men do not always know their 
‘own minds. Here had been this 
quarrel with the Church which the 
Church had won, and the very first 
chapler of the Great Charter was 
designed to verify that vietory, for 
in it was stipulated that the English 
Church shall be free and shall enjoy 
freedom of election. It was by no 
‘means a new provision to be placed 
in such a document. It had ap- 
peared in the charter of Henry T 
and others, but the Church was 
king sure that there should be no 
mistake about it in the future, and, 
what is more, got thelr point in 
‘rst, 











Having signed the document and 
survived his rush rolling anger, 
John set about to destroy it and 
the very first to come to his assist 
ance was the Church. It might be 
argued that Innocent IIT was taking 
a highly righteous stand when, in 


August 1215, he denounced Magna 
Carta in a Papal Bull which pro- 
nounced it null and void. Innocent 


extracted from the King by force, 
per vim et metum, and then went 
‘on to use a little forceful Latin to 
the effect that it was compositionem 
hujusmodt reprobamus penitus et 
damnamus. He followed this up by 
‘excommunicating, the barons who, 
naughtily enough, started another 
fight with the badly used John. The 
latter did a little better with his 
generalship than in some of his 
former campaigns where as a 
leader of soldiers he would prob- 
ably have made a good market 
gardener, for he captured Rochester 
Castle and had some further suc- 
cesses until the barons in dismay| 
invited Louis, son of Philip 
‘Augustus of France, to come across 
‘and accept the English erown dir= 
jectly they could get it for him. 
Innocent vetoed the idea but he 
was not always as completely obey- 
ed by the faithful as he should have 
been, for Louis accepting the 
invitation crossed the Channel and 
‘occupied London and Winchester, in| 
May 1216. John kept up the fight 
‘and was still in the field when as 
a dying man he went to Newark 
[Castle there to end his turbulent 
Pte. 


Tt would take a great deal too 
‘much space to consider all that *he 
charter he signed meant to the

dealing with matters of high policy, 
but after preventing the king from 
collecting money in an oppressive] 
manner, the draftsmen appear to| 
have given a kindly thought to the|

AMATEUR EXPLORATION 


Lavan Saxos Travel {n a Dead World — 
‘By Ralph A. Bagnold. Modder | 
‘Stougnten. London. 15) 

‘Those who have felt the attraction 
of a desert or the urge 10 explore 
Blank spaces on a map will greet] 
‘Major Bagnold's book with enthusi- 
‘asm. Buy to those who have never 
‘been more than a hundred yards 
from civilization and the railroad 
this record of exploration will alse 
appeal, for the very reason that the 
author started, as it were, from| 
serateh, with no previous experience 
of pioneering, no knowledge of the| 
Fegion which he set out to explore, 
with limited lelsure and funds and 
no encouragement of any sort. He 
hhad no intention of “exploring. any- 
thing, but nding himself stationed 
in Cairo he was tantalized by the 
‘cearness but apparent inaccessibility 
uf more interesting places, so he| 
bought 2 Ford and. amused’ himself 
by “driving a car where it was said’ 
that no car could go.” From these 
frivolous beginnings he evolved a 
complete technique of desert motor| 
trevel, the success of which was 
proved by his final six. thousand 
mile journey through the Libyan 
Desert to the Sudan. 

‘The book Is a record of nine trips 
apread over a period of six years, 
uring part of which time the author 
was “actually stationed in India. 
Nothing daunted, however, hie pro- 
ercds to fly and ‘even to motor back: 
to his beloved Egypt on every pos- 
sible occasion, and collecting four or| 
five equally’ enterprising friends! 
from the Royal Engineers, Royal 
Corps of Signals and Royal Tank 
Corps. he sets out for Sinai or. the| 
Libyan Desert. Incidentally, the 
average reader is left aghast at the| 
‘amount of leave obtainable by a 
determined officer in the British 
Army! 

‘The first serious trip was made in| 

the spring of 1928. Four people with 

two Fords and a motor-cyele set out| 
north-east across Sinai to Jerusalem 
and Transjordan, ‘They covered the| 

thousand mites in ten days and a

already the less explored desert to} 
the west of the Mile was calling for: 
Investigation ané plans were under 
way for a journey to Siwa and| 
Sollum. Here the country presented 
a complete contrast to the rocky| 
peningula of Sinal. The pebbly sand 
Stretched for miles without a vest 
of valley or mountain, and above all] 
without water. In ‘view of | the] 
absence of landmarks, a sun compass 
was devised for navigation, while] 
the water problem was solved by| 
careful rationing and by fitting con- 
Gensers on the cars. The T-model 
Ford which had carried the party| 
in Sinai ow proved equally success~ 
ful in the Libyan Desert. Stripped 
of bumpers, bonnets, mudguards and 
other luxurious inessentials, there 
seemed to be little the cars could not 
do, and when—as often happened— 
they stuck in soft sand. they could] 
be extracted with ladders composed 
ot wire and wood, steel channels and 
infinite patience. 

Early in 1928 there were rumours| 
of a locust plague on the Sudan 
border, and Major Bagnold was ask-| 
ed by’ the Egyptian Government to 
navigate for an official expedition’ of| 
Tocust hunters. Jt was on this jour- 
ney that he first saw the famous] 
Darb el Arba‘in, the most easterly] 
fof the four ancient caravan routes| 
crossing the Sahara fo the Mediter- 
Fanean, the track marked out by a| 
continuous chain of skeletons. While 
others overhauled the cars, his mind| 
turned to the romafitie history of| 
this region: 

‘he old blockhouse (of Shebb) was 
intact, a square of stone, doorless and| 
windowless. ‘The wooden ladder still 
cant againet the outside wall just as 
Htedld in the far-off days of the Mandi 














He was to drive along the Darb! 
again, but meanwhile the locusts 
eluded capture, the party returned 
to Cairo and the author went on to 
India, 

‘During the two following winters 
there were trips to the Sand Sea, 
the vast region of dunes on the 
western border of the Libyan Desert, 
never before penetrated by car. With 
the new Fords, however, a tour of 
|four hundred miles among the dunes 
‘was accomplished, and on the second 
trip the party headed south to the| 
recently discovered oasis of ‘Uweinat. 

‘By this time the popularity of| 
desert exploration had spread; ‘Uwel- 
nat had been surveyed from the air, 
‘and the mythical Zerzura fired the 
public imagination. The authorities, 
too, British and Egyptian, were wak- 
ing up to the value of these amateur 
survey trips. So it happened that 
the final six hundred mile expedition 
undertaken in September, 1992, went 
off accompenied by experts in geo 
logy, archaeology and botany. gener- 
ous ‘financial assistance, and a. good 
deal of publicity. There were eight 
members of the expedition travelling 
in four cars, and thelr object was 
the exploration of the unknown re- 
gion south-west of ‘Uweinat. A pel 
Tol dump was made at the oails and 
here they were to. return before 
continuing south to El Fasher in the 
province of Darfur. 

‘The story of this trip, Mustrated 
by many interesting photographs and 
excellent maps, makes exciting read~ 
Ing, and the author's light touch does 
not blind the reader to the risks run 
‘Of a serious breakdown, food or 
water shortage, or a mistake in 
avigation in a'region as vast as 
India boasting only about a dozen 
wells, All sorts of interesting finds 
were made, including _palaeolithie 
Tools. rock arawings and rare bot- 
unieal specimens, and the explorers 
returned to Cairo in triumph for the 
last time before scattering for good 
to various parts of the world. 

‘Major Bagnold has lately been 
awarded the Founders’ Medal of the 
Royal Geographical Society for, his 
work and we are lef, wondering how 
Tong it will be before he is back|

MARIE TEMPEST’S 


JUBILEE MATINEE

London, May 29. 
It is so tong since ‘one hears 
anything about Sir Oswald Mosley 
and his Fascists, that one bad 
almost forgotten their existence. 
But it seems they are very much 
alive, andaas thereare quite a number 
of girls in their ranks—not long ago 
‘@ particularly good-looking gitl Fas- 
cist used to parade daily outside 
Parliament with all the alr of a real 
Child of the She-Wolt—what I heard 
of them to-day may be of interest. 

‘A member of Parliament whom 1 
know was invited a few nights azo 
by a lady who owns a big house in 
town to hear Sir Oswald Mosley 
speak. When my friend arrived, the 
door was opened by a large Biack- 
shir, who gave him the Fascist 
salute; another Blackshiry took his 
coat and hat: a third announced. 
‘Where were the regular servants? 
As my friend said, it is hardly usual 
to Invite a guest and take on his 
retainers to do the servants’ work. 

"Then Sir Oswald Mosley came, 
atiended by a personal guard of 
Blackshirts. All” the other  Black- 
shirts present formed a ring about 
the room and the Chief Fascist 
walked round exactly as if he were 
Royalty.
